Associate   Memberships 

Dues  from  associate  members  amounted 
to  $932.50  in  1939,  according  to  the  report 
of  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Edward  H.  Smith. 
Associate  membership  is  open  to  all 
members  of  Presbyterian  churches  who 
contribute  $1.00  or  more  annually  to  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Board.  Dues  from 
this  source  are  used  to  help  support  the 
Social  Service  department,  Library  and 
other  activities  for  which  no  special  offer- 
ings are  received  during  the  year.  Begin- 
ning with  the  January  1940  issue,  all 
associate  members  will  be  placed  on  the 
mailing  list  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Bulletin,  which  will  keep  them  informed 
about  the  work  of  the  hospital  and  the 
activities  of  the  Woman's  Board.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Maltman  is  the  1940  chairman 
and  hopes  that  many  who  have  not 
availed  themselves  of  this  privilege  to 
become  associate  members  will  do  so  the 
coming  year. 

School  of  Nursing   Committee 

Mrs.  Alva  A.  Knight,  chairman  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  committee,  reported 
that  the  benefit  bridge  party  last  May 
netted  $778.20  for  the  various  objects 
sponsored  by  this  committee,  including 
the  salary  of  a  music  director  for  the 
student  chorus,  scholarships,  and  refer- 
ence books  for  the  school  library.  The 
committee  also  contributed  $100  toward 
the  salary  of  a  librarian  at  the  school. 

Volunteer  workers  were  provided  for 
the  Baby  Clinic  at  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary, this  phase  of  the  committee's 
work  having  been  efficiently  handled  by 
Mrs.  Lester  J.  Michael.  The  average 
attendance   of   babies  was   23. 

Scholarships  and   Loans 

Seven  scholarships  and  ten  loans  were 
provided  to  assist  student  nurses  in  con- 
tinuing their  preparation  for  nursing 
careers.  Twenty-one  graduates  of  School 
of  Nursing  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  are 
now  doing  missionary  work  in  eight 
foreign  countries  and  remote  districts  of 
our  own  country,  Mrs.  Edwin  M.  Miller, 
chairman  of  scholarships  and  loans,  re- 
ported. 

Circulate  20,834  Books 

The  report  of  the  Library  committee 
stated  that  20,834  books  and  thousands  of 
magazines  were  circulated  to  hospital  pa- 
tients and  personnel  during  the  year. 
Donations  of  980  new  books  helped  to 
replace  worn-out  books  and  add  current 
titles  to  the  hospital's  collection.  Receipts 
from  book  sales  and  cash  donations 
amounted  to  $242.50  since  Miss  Lindem's 
return  from  her  six-month  leave  in  New 
York  City.

Babies  Alumni   Fund 

The  Babies  Alumni  Fund  also  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  committee  headed 
by  Mrs.  Douglass.  Through  the  cooper- 
ation of  Miss  Mary  Watson,  maternity 
floor  supervisor,  private  patients  whose 
babies  are  born  in  the  hospital  during 
the  year  are  invited  to  contribute  to  the 
Babies'  Alumni  Fund  for  the  endowment 
of  a  bed  for  free  care.  This  is  greatly 
needed,  as  there  are  no  endowed  beds  in 
the  maternity  department.  Many  pay  the 
minimum  dues  of  $1.00  and  others  make 
larger  contributions.  Birthday  cards  are 
sent  each  month  to  Babies  Alumni  mem- 
bers whose  birthdays  occur  that  month. 
Contributions  in  1939  totaled  $411.

Varied  Duties  Keep  Workers  Busy 


During  1939,  3,076  hospital  pa- 
tients were  served  in  some  way  by 
the  Social  Service  department,  which 
is  supported  by  the  Woman's  Board. 
This  was  an  increase  of  1,036  over 
1938.  Of  these  patients,  578  received 
intensive  social  planning  and  treat- 
ment, while  the  others  received  less 
intensive  services.  Many  were  bene- 
fited through  joint  planning  in  co- 
operation with  other  community 
agencies.  The  extent  of  the  intensive 
work  done  for  each  patient  is  deter- 
mined by  individual  needs. 

Convalescent  Care   Project 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  de- 
velopments of  the  year  was  the  op- 
portunity offered  the  department  by 
the  Junior  League  of  Chicago  to  co- 
operate in  a  program  for  boarding- 
home  care  for  convalescent  children. 
Under  this  plan  such  care  is  being- 
provided  for  a  daily  average  of  two 
children  referred  from  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  Already  this  project  has 
proved  of  great  advantage  to  ado- 
lescents, for  whom  convalescent 
facilities  have  been  greatly  needed. 
Cook  County  Children's  Hospital  and 
Children's  Memorial  Hospital  are 
the  other  hospitals  benefiting  by  the 
project.  The  Chicago  Orphan  Asylum 
is  cooperating  in  the  finding  of 
boarding  homes  and  giving  super- 
vision.

Many   Donations   Received 

Exclusive  of  special  Christmas  dona- 
tions described  in  a  separate  article  in 
this  issue  2,444  garments  and  461  toys 
and  books  were  received  during  the  year. 
The  garments  were  donated  by  twelve 
church  Guilds;  the  River  Forest,  Oak 
Park,  and  Chicago  branches  of  the 
Needlework  Guild;  Babies  Friendly  So- 
ciety, Children's  Summer  Christmas  Tree 
of  Oak  Park,  the  Sewing  Committee  and 
individual  members  of  the  Woman's 
Board,  and  other  individuals  including 
doctors,   employes   and    patients. 

Special   Funds  Aid   Needy 

Mrs.  William  T.  Bruckner  provided  a 
fund  as  in  past  years  at  the  Chicago 
Mail  Order  House,  through  which  shoes 
and  clothing  for  school  children  were 
purchased  as  needed.

1000  PATIENTS  A   MONTH 
WAS  AVERAGE  LAST  YEAR 

In  1939  Presbyterian  Hospital 
admitted  12,033  patients  to  its 
beds,  an  increase  of  536  over  1938 
admissions.  Of  these  9,260  were 
adults,  1,931  were  children  under 
fourteen,  and  842  were  babies 
born  in  the  hospital.  Seven  pairs 
of  twins  were  born  here. 

Of  the  12,033  bed  patients, 
2,239  were  cared  for  entirely  free, 
6,234  paid  part  of  the  cost,  and 
3,560  paid  in  full  for  care  received. 

Babies  delivered  in  homes  by 
the  Out-Patient  Obstetrical  Serv- 
ice numbered  394,  including  two 
pairs  of  twins. 

Total  number  of  visits  of  ambu- 
latory patients  to  the  hospital  ex- 
amining rooms  was  38,294  as  com- 
pared with  36,502  in  1938.  Visits 
of  private  patients  of  Medical 
Staff  members  totaled  24,122;  pre- 
natal clinic  and  other  obstetrical 
patients,  5,905;  patients  referred 
by  Central  Free  Dispensary,  1,102; 
house  patients,  2,750;  employes, 
relatives  of  employes,  and  student 
nurses,  4,215;  physical  examina- 
tions for  employment,  200. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hos- 
pital Society  will  not  be  held  until 
May,  due  to  a  change  voted  at 
last  year's  meeting. 


the  Social  Service  department  expended 
$89.73  from  this  fund  for  needs  of  men 
patients,  most  of  the  amount  being  used 
to  provide  clothing. 

Toys    and    Books   Are    Useful 

Donations  of  toys  and  books  are  joy- 
fully received  by  the  department  at  any 
time  as  most  of  the  children  known  to 
the  department  have  very  few,  if  any, 
toys.  These  gifts  are  especially  helpful 
for  convalescent  children  following  their 
discharge  from  the  hospital.  Donors  of 
toys  and  books  included  Woman's  Board 
members,  the  Red  Cross,  Children's  Sum- 
mer Christmas  Tree,  and  the  Francis 
Parker  School. 

Prenatal   Clinic  Service 

The  department  cooperates  with  the 
obstetrical  staff  in  the  work  of  the  pre- 
natal clinic  maintained  by  the  hospital 
and  Rush  Medical  College.  This  clinic 
provides  prenatal,  maternity,  and  post- 
natal care  on  a  basis  within  the  means  of 
persons  of  small  incomes.  Patients  refer- 
red for  hospitalization  in  1939  numbered 
593.    Clinic  visits   totaled  5,033. 

Through  the  efforts  of  members  of  the 
Social  Service  committee,  a  special  fund 
was  raised  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  car 
in  June,  for  the  use  of  the  medical  social 
workers  when  making  home  calls  and 
doing  other  field  work  on  behalf  of  pa- 
tients. Mrs.  Mark  Oliver  is  chairman  and 
Mrs.  Frederick  R.  Baird  is  vice-chairman 
of  this  committee.

These  many  gifts  made  it  possible  to 
provide  special  Christmas  packages  for 
all  adult  and  adolescent  patients  known 
to  the  Social  Service  department.  Pack- 
ages contained  articles  which  each  reci- 
pient needed  most.  Christmas  baskets 
were  distributed  to  28  families  and  in 
addition  50  families  received  toys  or 
clothing  or  both. 

All  patients  in  the  hospital  received 
Christmas  greeting  cards  and  appropriate 
favors  on  their  Christmas  eve  and  Christ- 
mas day  food  trays.  The  usual  turkey 
dinner  was  served  to  patients  and  hos- 
pital personnel  on  duty  Christmas  day. 
Carols  were  sung  in  the  corridors  on 
Saturday  night  by  a  group  of  young  peo- 
ple from  Bethany  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  by  student  nurses  early  Christmas 
morning. 

The  attractive  trees  and  other  first- 
floor  decorations  were  arranged  by  Miss 
Bernice  Stein,  executive  housekeeper. 
The  paint  and  carpenter  shops  cooperated 
with  Occupational  Therapy  in  making  the 
attractive  candle  holders  used  for  the 
red  candles  which  adorned  desks  through- 
out the  hospital  and  rooms  of  resident 
doctors  and  interns. 

The  annual  Christmas  party  given  by 
the  nurses  at  Sprague  Home  on  Dec.  22, 
was  attended  by  160  children,  who  were 
entertained  by  a  program  of  movies  and 
music,  after  which  each  child  received 
a  basket  of  fruit  and  nuts.  One  hundred

The  12,033  patients  admitted  to  the 
beds  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1939 
averaged  a  fraction  less  than  33  for 
every    day   in  the    year.     Of    eonrse 
fewer  than  33  patients  were  admitted 
on  some  days,  while  40  to  50  admis- 
sions in  24  hours  is  not  an  uncommon 
record.   Because  of  the  great  variety 
of  ailments  and  other  circumstances 
which  bring  persons  of  all  ages  to 
the  hospital  no  one  day  can  be  de- 
signated as  typical  in  every  detail.

Activities  to  Assist  Hospital  in  Service  to  Sick 
Reported  by  Committees  of  Woman's  Board 

How  church  women  and  others  give  of  their  time  and  means  to  assist  the 
hospital  in  its  service  to  the  sick1  is  revealed  in  the  reports  of  various  com- 
mittees of  the  Woman's  Board  for  1939.  Some  of  these  reports  were  pub- 
lished in  the  January  Bulletin.  Summaries  of  additional  reports  are  as 
follows : 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-one  tag- 
gers from  37  churches  collected 
$1,692.72  on  Children's  Benefit  Tag 
Day  in  October.

Sewing   Committee 

Sewing  and  knitting  for  the  hospital 
and  for  needy  patients  was  done  by  many 
church  groups  and  individuals  during  the 
year,  Mrs.  John  W.  Bingham,  chairman, 
reported.  Articles  totaled  14.264.  Of  those 
distributed  to  the  needy,  134  were  given 
to  the  Children's  department,  679  to  the 
Baby  Clinic,  and  764  to  the  hospital  So- 
cial Service  department. 

Occupational   Therapy 

One  occupational  therapist  has  carried 
on  the  work  in  that  department  the  past 
year.  Sixty-seven  preliminary  student 
nurses  spent  45  hours  each  in  the  depart- 
ment and  20  preliminary  students  spent 
30  hours  each.  Clinical  teaching  has  been 
given  these  students,  who  have  gained 
experience  by  working  with  patients. 
They  have  seen  first  hand  the  value  of 
normal  activity  to  apprehensive  and  fear- 
ful patients  forced  to  remain  temporarily 
in  the  strange  and  unaccustomed  environ- 


ment of  the  hospital.  Students  also  have 
learned  from  observation  how  work  may 
be  a  steadying  influence  in  the  lives  of 
patients  confined  to  the  hospital  for  long 
periods.  Patients  have  enjoyed  the  in- 
formal contacts  with  the  students.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  the  roof  was  gay  with 
flowers  purchased  in  part  by  funds  con- 
tributed by  members  of  the  Occupational 
Therapy  committee.  Mrs.  J.  Hall  Taylor 
is  chairman  and  Miss  Margaret  G.  Rogers 
is  vice-chairman  of  this  committee. 

Jelly  and   Delicacies 

More  jelly  and  more  cash  donations  for 
fresh  fruit  were  received  in  1939  than  in 
1938,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Deli- 
cacies committee — Mrs.  John  P.  Mentzer, 
chairman,  and  Mrs.  G.  G.  Olmsted,  vice- 
chairman.  Thirty-five  churches  responded 
and  generous  donations  also  were  re- 
ceived from  wives  of  Medical  Staff  mem- 
bers. Donations  were  as  follows:  6,881 
glasses  of  jelly,  90  quarts  of  grape  juice, 
62  cans  of  fruit  and  $284.50  for  fresh 
fruit. 

Chapel    Flowers  and    Birthday   Fund 

Miss  Lucibel  Dunham,  chairman  of  the 
Chapel  Flowers  and  Birthday  Fund, 
established  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Josephine 
Corey  Drake,  reported  that  flowers  have 
been  provided  for  the  hospital  chapel 
services  at  Easter,  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  and  had  been  sent  to  board 
members  who  were  ill.  Memorial  cards 
were  sent  to  families  of  four  members 
who  passed  away  during  the  year.  Miss 
Dunham  also  had  a  busy  year  as  corre- 
sponding secretary  of  the  board. 

Devotional  Committee 

Miss  Elizabeth  Maltman,  chairman  of 
the  devotional  committee,  reported  that 
devotionals  were  conducted  at  board 
meetings  by  the  following:  Mrs.  Emory 
Luccock,  Mrs.  Gilbert  F.  Stone,  Mrs.

EASTER  OFFERINGS  HELP  TO  PROVIDE  CARE  FOR  NEEDY  SICK 


Generous  Donations  Needed 

to  Support  the  Charity 

Work  of  Hospital 


Once  more  Presbyterian  Hospital 
presents  to  the  people  of  the  churches 
and  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Chicago 
Presbytery  our  record  of  service  to 
the  needy  sick  and  our  plea  for  gen- 
erous contributions  in  order  that  we 
may  continue  this  work  in  the  name 
of  Him  who  said :  "Inasmuch  as  ye 
did  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  ye  did 
it  unto  Me." 

Last  year  2,239  men,  women  and 
children  seriously  in  need  of  hospi- 
talization were  cared  for  entirely 
free,  while  6,234  others  were  able  to 
pay  only  a  part  of  the  cost  of  care 
received  —  in  many  instances  the 
amount  paid  was  but  a  fraction  of 
the  cost.  The  total  cost  of  this  free 
work  was  $162,537.07.  This  large 
sum  does  not  include  the  free  serv- 
ices of  members  of  the  medical  staff 
given  generously  to  whose  who  are 
unable  to  pay.  Nor  does  it  include 
the  cost  of  supporting  the  Social 
Service  Department,  which  does  so 
much  to  help  many  of  our  free  and 
part-pay  patients  solve  their  prob- 
lems and  bring  about  the  home  and 
economic  adjustments  needed  in  or- 
der that  the  benefits  of  hospitaliza- 
tion may  not  be  discounted  by  other 
factors.  Only  3,560  of  the  12,033  pa- 
tients admitted  to  hospital  beds  in 
1939  paid  in  full  the  cost  of  hospitali- 
zation. 

Hospital  Looks  to  Churches 

In  1884,  one  year  after  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  was  founded,  the  Chicago  Pres- 
bytery set  aside  Easter  Sunday  as  the  day 
for  offerings  from  the  churches  to  assist 
the  hospital  in  its  charity  work.  From 
the  first,  the  offerings  collected  in  the 
Sunday  Schools  have  been  used  to  pro- 
vide free  care  for  children,  while  the 
contributions  given  at  church  services 
have  been  used  to  support  the  work  done 
for  adults,  including  adolescent  young 
people. 

The  hospital  does  not  share  in  the  gen- 
eral benevolences  of  the  churches  but 
always  has  depended  upon  this  special 
Easter  offering;  and  therefore  has  no 
other  fund  to  go  to  as  the  source  of  con- 
tributions from  the  churches.  In  order  to 
keep  the  hospital  on  a  sound  financial 
basis,  its  charity  work  must  be  limited  to 
income  from  current  contributions  and 
from  endowments  established  for  this 
purpose. 

Not  only  in  the  extensive  service  to  the 
needy  sick  but  in  many  other  ways  does 
Presbyterian  Hospital  exemplify  the  high- 
est ideals  of  Christian  service.  Many 
graduates  of  our  School  of  Nursing  have 
gone  to  home  and  foreign  mission  fields — 
21  are  engaged  in  missionary  work  at 
present.

ENDOWED   NURSES  CARE   FOR 

SERIOUSLY  ILL  PATIENTS 

In  1939  five  endowed  nurses  gave  a 
total  of  1,290  days'  and  nights'  care  to 
1,088  seriously  ill  ward  patients  who 
lacked  means  to  pay  for  special  nursing 
care  following  operations  or  at  other 
critical  times.  The  following  excerpt  from 
a  letter  received  is  typical  of  many  that 
come  to  us  from  these  patients:  "I  wish 
to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
services  of  a  special  nurse  following  an 
operation.  This  kindness  will  always  be 
remembered."

Patty,  age  eight,  was  being  dressed  to 
go  home  after  an  appendicitis  operation. 
"The  doctor  took  my  bastings  out  this 
morning,  mother,"  she  announced  tri- 
umphantly.

name  it  bears,  while  ministering  to  the 
sick  and  injured  of  every  nationality, 
creed  and  color. 


Hundreds  of  Child  Patients 

Receive  Free  Care  in 

Cheer  Up  Beds 


It  is  hoped  that  every  Sunday 
School  in  the  Chicago  Presbytery 
will  be  represented  by  an  offering  to  i 
the  Cheer  Up  Bed  fund  this  Easter. 
No  one  can  estimate  the  number  of 
lives  saved  and  the  number  of  chil- 
dren restored  to  health  through  care 
made  possible  in  past  years  by  the 
offerings  received  from  the  Sunday 
Schools  and  other  friends,  which  in 
thirty  years  have  amounted  to 
enough  to  endow  nine  Cheer  Up 
Beds.  Besides  these  Cheer  Up  Beds 
and  one  Sunshine  Bed,  we  have 
on  our  children's  floor  three  beds  en- 
dowed with  Tag  Day  collections,  and 
six  beds  endowed  by  individual 
donors  as  memorials  to  loved  ones. 

It  costs  $5,000  to  endow  a  bed  for  free 
care  in  one  of  our  Children's  or  Infants' 
wards.  With  the  funds  already  in  hand, 
it  is  hoped  that  this  year's  Easter  offering 
will  complete  the  endowment  for  Cheer 
Up  Bed  No.  10.  Gifts  to  this  fund,  whether 
large  or  small,  are  put  in  trust  and  the 
income  only  is  used  each  year  to  help 
provide  free  care  for  needy  sick  children. 

We  are  sure  that  the  boys  and  girls  in 
our  Sunday  Schools  will  gladly  deny 
themselves  a  few  pleasures  so  that  they 
may  give  as  much  as  possible  to  a  fund 
which  will  go  on  working  for  years  and 
years   to    help   make   sick    children    well. 

Not  long  ago  we  received  a  beautiful 
letter  from  the  mother  of  seven  children, 
four  of  whom  have  been  patients  in  Cheer 
Up  Beds.  This  mother  is  intelligent  and 
her  misfortunes  are  no  fault  of  her  own. 
She  couldn't  make  a  birthday  cake  for 
her  youngest  child's  birthday  some  months 
ago  because  the  gas  was  shut  off  and  she 
didn't  have  the  materials  to  make  a  cake 
although  a  neighbor  told  her  she  could 
bake  it  over  there.  Nevertheless,  she  was 
determined  not  to  let  the  birthday  pass 
unnoticed.  So  she  cooked  some  raisins  as 
a  special  treat  and  they  all  sang  "Happy 
Birthday"  around  the  table  with  the  dish 
of  raisins  in  the  center.  Now,  things  are 
getting  better  because  the  husband  finally 
got  a  job  and  here  is  the  letter  received 
by  the  Social  Service  department: 

"It  makes  me  very  happy  to  write  this 
letter  to  you  because  it  is  one  of  good 
luck  instead  of  hard  luck.  Tom  has  been 
working  since  the  last  of  August  and  has 
very  good  prospects  of  going  on  another 
job  when  his  present  one  ends  in  two 
weeks.  I  have  at  last  got  to  where  I  am 
beginning  to  get  my  head  above  the  dark 
clouds. 

"I  have  been  listening  to  morning  devo- 
tions this  morning  and  heard  a  very  love- 
ly sermon  about  doing  and  seeing  good  in 
the  folks  who  pass  us  by  each  day.  You 
came  into  my  mind  as  you  always  do 
when  I  hear  such  beautiful  words,  be- 
cause you  and  the  folks  who  are  responsi- 
ble for  the  work  among  the  poor  at  the 
hospital  seem  to  be  just  what  we  are  told 
to  be  to  our  fellowmen." 
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Letters  from  Patients  Express  Appreciation  for 
Atmosphere  of  Hospital  and  Aid  in  Time  of  Need 

Many  letters  are  received  each  year  from  patients  who  take  this  means  of 
expressing  appreciation  to  the  hospital  for  its  service  to  them.  Frequently 
these  letters  are  from  private  patients,  well-known  in  the  social,  educational, 
or  business  world.  Often  they  come  from  free  patients,  who  do  not  belong  to 
the  indigent  class  but  who  through  misfortune  and  illness  lacked  funds  to 
pay  for  hospitalization  and  found  here  the  haven  of  mercy  which  they  needed 
so  greatly.  


The  following  excerpt  from  a  letter 
written  by  a  maternity  patient  is  typical 
of  comments  that  come  from  many  pri- 
vate patients: 

"From  the  moment  I  entered  the  hos- 
pital until  12  days  later,  I  not  only  felt 
that  I  was  getting  the  best  of  care,  but 
everything  done  for  the  baby  and  myself 
was  done  with  such  a  manner  of  personal 
interest  that  at  no  time  did  I  feel  that  I 
was  just  another  patient,  or  my  baby  just 
another  infant.  To  me  this  is  surely  the 
height  of  accomplishment  when  everyone 
is  so  busy,  and  some  of  us  demand  so 
much  attention.  Even  those  who  merely 
cleaned  our  rooms  fitted  themselves  into 
this  same  atmosphere  which  permeated 
the  entire  floor." 

*         *         * 

The  following  excerpts  are  typical  of 
the  letters  received  from  patients  admit- 
ted for  free  care: 

"I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  many 
kindnesses  you  have  extended  to  me.  It 
is  very  difficult  to  be  an  orphan  and  to 
have  to  face  the  world  without  family. 
However,  the  sympathetic  understanding 
you  have  so  generously  shown  me  has 
made  a  great  contribution,  not  only  to 
my  health,  but  to  my  happiness.  If  it  is 
ever  possible  for  me  to  render  you  any 
service,  I  should  consider  it  a  privilege  to 
do  so." 

"You  have  been  truly  our  guardian 
saint  in  making  it  possible  to  offer  my 
loved  ones  adequate  medical  care  —  and 
it  seems  that  our  family  has  had  much 
more  than  its  share  of  serious  illnesses. 
My  constant  hope  is  that  some  day  there 
may  come  into  my  hands  something  of 
fortune,  the  first  charge  upon  which 
should  be  a  passing  on  to  others  through 
Presbyterian  Hospital  that  which  has 
come  to  me." 


"I  was  unable  to  consider  an  operation 
or  hospital  attention,  as  I  explained  be- 
fore entering.  In  spite  of  this  I  was  taken 
care  of  for  nearly  five  months.  As  I  think 
it  over,  it  seems  a  little  peculiar  that  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  should  carry  a 
church  name,  and  aside  from  the  Chapel 
service,  should  have  so  little  bordering  on 
sectarianism  that  could  offend  Catholic  or 
Jew  or  any  other  faith.  Yet  the  entire 
life  as  I  saw  it,  among  doctors  and  their 
assistants,  the  nurses  and  orderlies,  and 
even  the  humble  scrub  women  and  win- 
dow cleaners — the  entire  atmosphere  is 
that  of  the  Good  Samaritan  rendering  a 
joyful  service.  Aside  from  the  physical 
benefits,  it  has  given  me  a  changed  view- 
point of  life  in  these  troublesome  times. 
It  is  hard  to  say  which  I  appreciate  most 
— whether  it  be  the  skillful  care  of  the 
doctors,  or  the  kindly  ways  of  the 
nurses,  or  the  unknown  benefactors,  who 
by  their  generosity  have  made  these 
things  possible." 


Suggestions  for  Gifts 
and  Bequests 

For  the  information  of  those  who  desire 
to  make  substantial  individual  gifts  or 
bequests  the  following  suggestions  are 
offered : 

$50,000  entitles  the  donor  to  name  a 
12-bed  ward,  which  shall  remain  as  a 
perpetual  memorial  to  the  donor  or  any 
other  person  he  designates. 

$20,000  carries  the  same  privilege  for  a 
four-  or  six-bed  ward. 

$35,000  endows  a  graduate  nurse  to 
care  for  seriously  ill  ward  patients. 

$10,000  entitles  the  donor  to  designate 
a  room  in  the  Private  Pavilion  which 
shall  be  named  as  desired  by  the  donor 
and  remain  as  a  perpetual  memorial. 

$7,500  designates  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

$5,000  designates  a  bed  during  one  life. 

$5,000  designates  a  bed  in  the  Children's 
Ward  in  perpetuity. 

$300  given  annually  designates  a  bed  in 
the  general  wards. 

A  gift  of  $100  or  more  constitutes  the 
donor  a  life  member  of  Hospital. 

$10  a  year  constitutes  the  donor  an  an- 
nual member. 


In  Our  Tonsillectomy  Ward 


In  the  lower  picture  on  page  one  are 
shown  three  dispensary-referred  child  pa- 
tients who  are  about  to  have  their  tonsils 
removed.  The  littlest  one  wonders  what 
it  is  all  about  but  the  others  aren't  great- 
ly concerned  when  the  nurse  arrives  with 
the  medicine  which  is  given  before  the 
children  are  taken  to  the  operating  room, 
where  a  general  anesthetic  is  adminis- 
tered. At  the  left  is  shown  the  nurse's 
helper  who  assists  in  caring  for  the  chil- 
dren. The  ward  is  under  the  supervision 
of  a  graduate  nurse  at  all  times.  Last 
year  1,089  were  cared  for  in  this  ward 
following  tonsillectomies,  which  are  per- 
formed nearly  every  day  in  the  year  ex- 
cept Sundays  and  holidays. 

There  is  a  small  cover-all  charge  made 
by  the  hospital  if  parents  of  children  are 
able  to  pay  but  most  of  these  children  are 
cared  for  entirely  free. 

Hospital  care  for  at  least  24  hours  fol- 
lowing a  tonsillectomy  is  now  regarded  as 
necessary  by  nose  and  throat  specialists. 
Through  the  watchful  care  of  nurses  and 
resident  doctors  and  the  facilities  provided 
by  the  hospital,  any  untoward  develop- 
ments are  noted  and  treated  properly  at 
once.  Thus  hundreds  of  children  from 
poor  homes  are  safely  freed  from  the 
handicaps  of  diseased  and  enlarged  ton- 
sils. What  this  means  in  terms  of  im- 
proved health  and  prevention  of  more 
serious  illnesses  in  later  years  is  of  bene- 
fit not  only  to  the  children  themselves  but 
to  the  community  at  large.

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CHAPLAIN  WORKS  AS  ONE  OF 

HOSPITAL  TEAM  THAT 

SERVES  PATIENT 


Describes  Activities  in  Address 


In  his  address  at  the  animal  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Board,  the  Rev. 
Russell  L.  Dicks,  hospital  chaplain, 
said  in  part: 

"The  work  of  a  great  teaching  hos- 
pital goes  forward  upon  three  fronts 
— the  care  of  patients,  the  passing  on 
of  accumulated  knowledge  through 
teaching,  and  research  into  the  cause 
and  relief  of  suffering.  My  work  as 
chaplain  follows  the  same  general 
fronts. 

"We  have  sought  to  find  a  new 
approach  in  our  work  with  the  sick. 
This  new  approach  is  patient-cen- 
tered and  the  hospital  chaplain 
works  as  a  member  of  the  hospital 
team.  It  is  necessary  for  the  hospital 
chaplain,  as  it  is  for  the  church  pas- 
tor, to  constantly  strive  to  be  more 
effective  in  his  work. 

*  *        * 

"The  clergyman  does  not  bring  God  to 
sick  room.  God  is  at  work  there  long 
before  the  minister  arrives;  the  minister's 
task  is  to  aid  God  in  any  way  that  he 
can,  just  as  the  physician  aids  nature. 
The  hospital  chaplain  must  be  available 
24  hours  a  day.  He  must  never  intrude, 
but  must  be  ready  at  all  times  to  respond 
to  requests  to  call  upon  patients  and  be 
of  service  to  them  in  any  way  that  he  can. 

"Requests  come  from  patients  them- 
selves, through  the  nurses;  from  attend- 
ing physicians  and  surgeons,  from  the 
superintendent's  office,  from  ministers  of 
churches  or  leaders  of  other  religious 
organizations  on  behalf  of  members  who 
are  patients,  from  friends  and  relatives 
of  patients,  and  as  a  result  of  attendance 
at  Sunday  services  in  the  hospital  chapel. 
Often  one  patient  who  has  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  chaplain  tells  him  of 
another  patient  that  needs  to  be  called 
upon.  Requests  often  come  from  ministers 
or  relatives  of  patients  who  have  come 
here  from  a  distance  for  medical  care. 
Sometimes  information  on  admision  slips 
indicates  that  the  patient  might  welcome 
a  visit  from  the  chaplain. 

#  *         * 

"The  chaplain  is  called  upon  frequent- 
ly to  communicate  to  a  minister,  priest, 
or  rabbi,  the  desire  of  a  patient  to  be 
visited  by  them. 

"Through  my  relationship  with  three 
theological  seminaries  I  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  teach  the  'art  of  ministering 
to  the  sick'  to  others  who  will  utilize 
this  knowledge  in  their  own  ministry  to 
the  sick  in  years  to  come. 

"There  is  much  in  the  field  of  research 
for  the  hospital  chaplain  to  do.  We  do  not 
know  why  some  persons  are  able  to  pass 
with  poise  and  confidence  through  ex- 
periences that  try  the  soul,  while  others 
cannot  endure  the  slightest  stress  with- 
out becoming  greatly  disturbed.  We  do 
not  know  why  we  can  reassure  some 
persons  and  help  them  gain  piose  while 
others  we  cannot  touch.  We  do  not  know 
why  prayer  will  bring  relief  to  one  per- 


HOSPITAL  COOPERATES 

WITH    DISPENSARY    IN 

OUT-PATIENT    SERVICE 

Most  of  Presbyterian  Hospital's 
service  to  needy  out-patients  is  given 
in  cooperation  with  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary with  which  the  hospital  is 
affiliated.  Dr.  George  W.  Duvall, 
superintendent,  reports  that  in  1939 
the  dispensary  gave  out-patient  med- 
ical care  to  30,048,  who  made  189,093 
visits  to  the  various  clinics,  staffed 
by  members  of  Rush  Medical  College 
faculty,  from  which  the  hospital 
medical  staff  also  is  appointed. 

In  so  far  as  its  funds  and  facilities  per- 
mit, the  hospital  admits  to  its  beds  those 
referred  by  the  dispensary  as  in  need  of 
hospitalization.  Last  year  2,050  dispen- 
sary-referred patients  were  admitted. 
Most  of  these  received  free  care  and  the 
rest  were  part-pay  patients — the  hospital 
in  most  of  these  cases  was  paid  only  a 
fraction  of  the  cost  of  care  provided. 
More  than  1,200  of  these  patients  were 
children. 

Out-Patient  Ob.  Service 

Presbyterian  Hospital,  Rush  Medical 
College,  and  Central  Free  Dispensary  co- 
operate in  maintaining  an  Out-Patient 
Obstetrical  Service  which  provides  pre- 
natal and  postnatal  care  at  the  dispen- 
sary and  medical  care  in  homes  at  the 
time  of  delivery.  In  1939  this  department 
registered  507  new  patients,  and  de- 
livered 394  babies  in  homes.  Visits  of 
patients  to  the  clinic  totaled  2,639.  Doc- 
tors and  nurses  made  a  total  of  2,289 
visits  in  homes.  Only  patients  who  are 
unable  to  pay  a  private  physician  receive 
this  free  medical  care. 

The  Woman's  Board  and  the  School  of 
Nursing  cooperate  with  the  dispensary 
and  college  in  the  work  of  the  baby  clinic 
which  last  year  guarded  the  health  of  847 
different  babies.  Visits  to  the  clinic  totaled 
3,536,  with  an  average  attendance  of  22. 

Student  Nurses  Assist 
Students  in  the  School  of  Nursing  of 
Presbyterian  Hospital  assist  in  the  clinics 
at  the  dispensary  and  in  the  prenatal 
clinic  maintained  in  the  hospital,  thereby 
gaining  experience  and  giving  valuable 
service.  In  1939,  34  students  gave  1,361 
days'  service  in  various  clinics  at  the  dis- 
pensary; 36  gave  531  days'  service  in  the 
prenatal  clinic  of  the  Out-Patient  Obstet- 
rical Department,  and  38  gave  579  days' 
service    in    the    hospital    prenatal    clinic.

WATER  SOFTENING  SYSTEM  CONTRIBUTES  TO  PATIENTS'  COMFORT 


Softer,    Whiter    Linens   and 

Other  Advantages  are 

Gratifying 


Many  favorable  comments  are  be- 
ing made  by  patients,  nurses,  doc- 
tors, and  others  about  the  softer, 
whiter  linens  now  turned  out  by  the 
hospital  laundry,  and  the  soft  water 
now  piped  to  all  bathrooms  and 
washrooms  in  the  hospital. 

These  improvements  were  made 
possible  by  the  installation  last  June 
of  a  new  water  softening  system 
which  has  proved  a  great  advantage 
also  in  the  hospital  kitchens  and 
housekeeping  department. 

Chef  Erich  Bode  has  found  that  vege- 
tables become  tender  in  less  time  when 
cooked  in  soft  water.  They  also  retain 
their  color  without  addition  of  soda. 
Shining  silver,  glassware,  and  china  have 
become  a  simple  matter  in  the  dishwash- 
ing department.  Miss  Bernice  Stein,  ex- 
ecutive housekeeper,  says  that  curtains 
and  table  linens  have  been  whiter  and 
that  the  general  cleaning  work  done  by 
members  of  her  staff  has  been  easier 
since  soft  water  has  been  provided. 

Wash  48,000  Pounds  Weekly 

And,  of  course,  John  Witek,  superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital  laundry,  is  de- 
lighted because  the  new  system  enables 
him  to  do  a  better  job  in  turning  out  a 
weekly  wash  which  averages  around 
48,000  pounds.  John  has  been  in  charge 
of  our  laundry  for  eight  years  and  he 
never  forgets  that  both  the  comfort  and 
safety  of  the  sick  people  in  the  hospital 
depends  in  a  considerable  measure  on  the 
way  he  handles  the  work  in  his  own  de- 
partment. Before  he  became  superinten- 
dent, John  was  employed  in  the  laundry 
in  other  capacities  for  ten  years,  so  he 
knows  his  job  from  A  to  Z,  as  it  were. 

It  cost  $6,674  to  install  the  new  system, 
an  expenditure  well  worth  while  from 
the  standpoint  of  improved  service  to  pa- 
tients. However,  records  for  the  few 
months    since    it    was    installed    indicate

Daily  Wash   Averages  20   Pounds   Per   Patient 

Few,  if  any,  of  the  more  than  12,000  patients  eared  for  in  Presbyterian 
Hospital  annually  appreciate  the  large  part  which  the  hospital  laundry  plays 
in  the  service  that  each  patient  receives.  And  most  of  them  would  be  sur- 
prised to  learn  that  the  wash  done  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  laundry  aver- 
ages 20  pounds  per  patient  DAILY,  including  all  articles  used  directly  and 
semi-directly  by  patients  and  all  indirect  service  such  as  uniforms,  wearing 
apparel  and  other  articles  used  by  nurses,  interns,  and  other  hospital  employes. 

Direct  service  for  patients  include  sheets,  pillow  slips,  bedspreads  blankets,  towels, 
washcloths,  gowns,  binders,  electric  pad  covers,  tray  cloths,  and  other  articles  used  at 
the  bedside.  Semi-direct  service  includes  linens  used  in  examining,  treatment,  operat- 
ing, and  delivery  rooms.  In  addition  to  uniforms  and  other  wearing  apparel,  indirect 
linen  service  includes  articles  used  in  the  nurses'  residence,  quarters  of  interns  and 
other  employes  housed  by  the  hospital,  and  in  the  dining  rooms  used  by  nurses, 
doctors,  and  other  hospital  personnel. 

On  an  average  day  in  the  operating  rooms,  900  pieces  of  linens  are  used.  After 
being  washed  separately  by  a  special  process  in  the  laundry  these  linens  are  sterilized 
in  steam  sterilizers  before  being  used  at  operations.  An  average  of  75  pieces  of  sterile 
linen  is  used  in  the  obstetrical  delivery  room  each  time  a  new  life  is  ushered  into 
the  world.  All  linens  used  in  the  nursery  and  much  of  the  linen  used  in  the  care  of 
the  mothers  throughout  their  stay  here  is  sterilized. 


THIRTY-FIVE  WORKERS 
EMPLOYED  IN  LAUNDRY 
PERFORM  VARIED  TASKS

Employes  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
laundry  belong  to  Local  46,  Laundry 
Workers  International  Union.  This  Union 
is  affiliated  with  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  and  the  Illinois  and  Chicago 
Federations.  The  Local,  which  was  started 
in  February  1937,  now  has  12,000  mem- 
bers and  has  done  much  to  improve  work- 
ing conditions  and  otherwise  advance  the 
welfare  of  workers  in  Chicago  laundries. 
The  organization  has  a  death  benefit  plan 
and  maintains  an  employment  office.  It 
also  is  its  policy  to  assist  workers  who 
are  in  trouble.  The  headquarters  are 
located  at  1640  W.  Van  Buren  Street.

Pumps,  Tanks,  and  Water  Pipes 

It  takes  a  lot  of  pumps,  tanks,  heaters 
and  pipes  to  supply  the  hospital  with  the 
hot  and  cold  water  that  is  used  daily  in 
the  laundry,  housekeeping  department 
and  all  other  purposes. 

Pumps  are  installed  in  twin  sets,  so 
that  if  one  fails  the  other  can  be  put  into 
action  immediately.  The  water  system 
has  a  total  of  ten  pumps.  As  to  tanks, 
there  are  two  2,000-gal.  tanks  on  the  roof 
to  which  water  is  pumped  so  that  it  will 
run  down  again  to  the  different  floors. 
The  laundry  has  a  2,000-gal.  hot  water 
tank,  and  the  "house"  tank  which  sup- 
plies the  rest  of  the  hospital  with  hot 
water  holds  3,000  gallons.  One  of  the 
water  softening  tanks  holds  50,000  gallons 
and  two  others  have  a  capacity  of  35,000 
gallons  each.  The  ice  machine  which 
provides  iced  drinking  water  to  all  floors 
and  also  fills  an  important  role. 

It  requires  9.4  miles  of  pipe  in  varying 
sizes  to  distribute  the  225,000  gallons  of 
water  used  daily  for  all  purposes  in  the 
hospital.  There  are  300  water  faucets  in 
the  hospital.

that  the  new  system  will  pay  for  itself 
in  little  more  than  two  years  time  through 
savings  effected  in  cost  of  laundry  and 
housekeeping  soap  supplies,  steam  boiler 
and  water  heater  maintenance,  linen  re- 
placements and  other  savings. 

How  Water  Is  Softened 

The  principal  expense  for  upkeep  of 
the  water  softening  system  amounts  to 
only  about  $48  per  month  for  salt.  This 
is  for  the  brine  solution  used  at  intervals 
to  recharge  the  mineral  which  softens  the 
water  as  it  flows  through  special  tanks 
made  for  the  purpose.  The  mineral  it- 
self, called  zeolite,  does  not  have  to  be 
replaced  for  a  period  of  years.  When  the 
water  flows  through  the  zeolite,  the  mag- 
nesium and  calcium  hardness  is  converted 
to  a  sodium  base  and  soft  water  is  the 
result. 
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Wash    Done    Here    Averages   48,000    Pounds   Weekly 


Articles  used  by  patients,  nurses,  doctors,  and  other  hospital  personnel  are  laundered 
in  the  well-lighted,  airy  room  pictured  above.  Workers  wear  white  uniforms  and  must 
be  in  good  physical  condition  at  all  times.  Linens  used  in  operating  rooms,  on  the 
maternity  floor,  and  various  other  departments,  are  washed  separately.  Sanitary 
precautions  are  taken  in  the  handling  of  all  linens  and,  when  deemed  necessary, 
articles  are  first  rinsed  in  germicide  solution.

BASE  HOSPITAL  UNIT  TO 

BE  ORGANIZED  FOR  U.  S. 

SERVICE  IN  EMERGENCY 


Presbyterian  Hospital  is  one  of  32  hos- 
pitals in  the  United  States  that  have  been 
asked  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  to  organize  a  base  hospital 
unit,  which  will  be  in  readiness  should 
the  emergency  arise.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers voted  at  a  recent  meeting  to  co- 
operate in  this  manner  with  the  Govern- 
ment, and  the  Medical  Board  has  ap- 
pointed Dr.  L.  C.  Gatewood  and  Dr. 
Edwin  M.  Miller  to  organize  the  unit. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  sent  Base 
Hospital  Unit  13  overseas  in  the  last 
World  War  and  its  record  of  service  at 
that  time  is  believed  to  have  prompted 
the  War  Department  to  include  this  hos- 
pital among  those  asked  to  organize  skele- 
ton units  at  this  time.  Dr.  Dean  Lewis 
was  in  charge  of  Unit  13  in  which  87 
doctors,  nurses  and  other  personnel  were 
recruited  from  this  hospital.  The  unit 
now  being  organized  will  be  inactive  in 
peace  time  but  will  be  ready  to  mobilize 
on  short  notice  for  service  in  the  event 
of  war  or  any  other  national  emergency, 
such  as  a  great  flood  or  other  disaster. 


DR.    HERRICK   IS   HONORED 

BY  AMERICAN  COLLEGE

HOSPITAL   GROWS    IN    POPULARITY    AS    FAMILY    BIRTHPLACE 


Second    Generation    Births 

Among  Those  Taking 

Place   Recently 


When  historians  in  future  years 
seek  information  about  the  birth- 
place of  great  men  and  women,  the 
chances  are  at  least  50-50  that  the 
trail  will  end  at  the  entrance  of  some 
hospital.  Statistics  gathered  by  the 
American  Medical  Association  show 
that  more  than  one  million  babies 
were  born  in  hospitals  in  1939 — at 
Least  one-half  of  all  babies  born  in 
this  country  last  year. 

It  also  seems  likely  that  in  many  fu- 
ture memoirs,  a  hospital  will  be  pictured 
as  the  family  birthplace  rather  than  an 
ancestral  home.  And  if  recent  birth  rec- 
3rds  are  any  criterion,  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital will  be  pictured  in  a  goodly  num- 
oer  of  such  memoirs.  Not  only  has  this 
hospital  been  the  birthplace  which  many 
mothers  have  chosen  for  families  of  three, 
Eour  or  more  dhildren,  but  in  recent 
months  at  least  five  mothers  who  were 
themselves  born  here  have  given  birth  to 
oabies  in  this  hospital.

Babies  Alumni   Fund 

Each  year  Presbyterian  Hospital 
is  called  upon  to  care  for  a  consid- 
erable number  of  obstetrical  pa- 
tients, who  require  hospitalization 
but  lack  means  to  pay  for  it.  In 
many  instances,  such  care  is  a 
matter  of  life  and  death,  and  is 
given  regardless  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  no  beds  endowed  for  free 
care  in  the  maternity  department. 
To  meet  this  need,  the  Woman's 
Board  has  started  an  endowment 
fund  to  which  parents  or  other 
relatives  of  babies  born  in  the  hos- 
pital are  asked  to  contribute  an- 
nually. Any  person  who  was  born 
in  the  hospital  is  eligible  to  join 
and  the  membership  roll  now  in- 
cludes a  number  of  grown-ups.  Dues 
are  $1.00  or  more  per  year  and  some 
who  are  able  to  do  so  contribute 
larger  amounts  ranging  up  to  $50 
or  more.

Both  John  Ralph  Willix,  born  on  Apr. 
13,  1940  and  his  father,  Ralph  Willix  of 
2206  W.  Jackson  Blvd.,  claim  this  hospi- 
tal as  their  birthplace. 


Five  Prenatal  Clinic  Babies 

Mrs.  James  Kosmopolis,  3752  S.  Paulina 
St.,  appears  to  hold  the  record  for  the 
number  of  children  born  in  the  hospital 
to  a  patient  registered  in  the  Prenatal 
Clinic.  Her  fifth  Presbyterian  baby  was 
born  on  Aug.  31,  1939.  All  five  are  girls, 
the  eldest  being  ten  years  of  age.  Mrs. 
John  Warren  Buckley,  3623  Fifth  Ave.,  is 
among  the  Prenatal  Clinic  registrants 
who  have  given  birth  here  to  four  babies. 

Quite  a  number  of  private  patients 
have  chosen  this  hospital  as  the  birth- 
place for  families  of  four  children.  Among 
these  are  Mrs.  Richard  Bentley  of  Lake 
Forest,  Mrs.  Arch  Sessions  of  LaGrange, 
and  Mrs.  Martin  O'Brien  of  River  Forest. 
Families  in  which  Presbyterian  Hospital 
is  recorded  as  the  birthplace  of  three 
children  include  the  junior  George  S. 
Chappells,  the  W.  Paul  McBrides,  the 
Elliott  Donnelleys,  the  Herbert  P.  Mc- 
Laughlins and  the  junior  John  T.  Piries 
of  Lake  Forest,  the  Joseph  Riggses  of 
Hinsdale,  and  many  others. 

In  1939,  S42  babies  were  born  in  Presby- 
terian Hospital  and  394  babies  were 
delivered  in  homes  by  the  Out-Patient 
Obstetrical  Staff.  Nine  pairs  of  twins 
were  born.  In  the  total  of  1,236  births 
only  one  maternal  death  occurred. 


At   Rotary   Exposition 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  several 
years,  Presbyterian  Hospital  sponsored  a 
First  Aid  booth  at  the  annual  Rotary 
Exposition  in  the  Sherman  Hotel  early 
in  April.  A  feature  of  the  booth  which 
attracted  much  attention  was  a  framed 
enlargement  of  the  aerial  view  of  the 
West  Side  Medical  Center,  with  explana- 
tory data,  as  published  in  our  1939  year- 
book. The  picture  now  hangs  on  the  cor- 
ridor wall  near  the  private  pavilion 
elevator.  More  than  23,000  persons  saw- 
it  at  the  Rotary  Exposition. 


Much  interest  was  aroused  by  the  hospital  public  relations  exhibit  at  the  Tri-State 
Hospital  Assembly  in  the  Stevens  Hotel,  May  1,  2  and  3.  This  was  the  first  year 
that  the  Public  Relations  Section  has  sponsored  such  an  exhibit  of  bulletins,  year- 
book, posters,  newspaper  scrapbooks  and  other  materials  issued  by  various  hospitals 
for  educational  purposes.  Shown  on  the  table  is  a  binder  containing  Presbyterian 
Hospital  Bulletins  and  a  copy  of  the  1939  yearbook  "That  Life  May  Go  On."  The 
poster  distributed  to  Sunday  Schools  this  spring  in  the  interest  of  the  Cheer  Up  Bed 
Fund  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  shown  at  the  left.  Mrs.  Florence  Slown  Hyde,  di- 
rector  of   publicity  at  Presbyterian  Hospital,  was  chairman   of   the   exhibit.

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WOMAN'S  BOARD  HONORS  SUPERINTENDENT  ON  ANNIVERSARY 


Address  by   Mrs.  Graham   and 

Gift  Presentation  Are 

Features  of  Event 


At  its  regular  meeting  on  June  3, 
the  Woman's  Board  took  occasion  to 
honor  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  superinten- 
dent, who  completed  40  years  of 
service  in  the  hospital  on  June  1. 
This  portion  of  the  program  was  a 
complete  surprise  to  Mr.  Bacon  who 
was  present,  as  he  has  been  at  most 
of  the  meetings  of  the  organization 
during  his  entire  40  years  of  service. 
Only  six  of  the  present  members  of 
the  board  were  members  in  1900. 
Five  of  these — Mrs.  David  W.  Gra- 
ham, Mrs.  George  R.  Nichols,  Mrs. 
Robert  Stuart,  Mrs.  Perkins  B.  Bass, 
and  Mrs.  Lincoln  M.  Coy — were 
present  for  the  anniversary  obser- 
vance. The  sixth,  Miss  Helen  V. 
Drake,  is  now  a  non-resident  hon- 
orary member. 

It  was  particularly  fitting  that 
Mrs.  David  W.  Graham  should  have 
been  selected  to  give  the  anniversary 
address,  and  present  Mr.  Bacon  with 
the  board's  gift  —  a  combination 
clock,  barometer,  and  thermometer. 
Mrs.  Graham  is  the  only  living  char- 
ter member  of  the  Hospital  Ladies 
Aid  Society  organized  in  1884,  hon- 
ored predecessor  of  the  present 
Woman's  Board.  Mrs.  Graham's 
husband,  Dr.  David  W.  Graham  was 
president  of  the  Medical  Staff  when 
Mr.  Bacon  became  a  hospital  execu- 
tive in  1900  and  continued  on  the 
staff  until  his  death  in  1925.  As 
president  of  the  Woman's  Board, 
1909-20,  and  as  an  active  leader  in 
its  work  throughout  the  years,  Mrs. 
Graham  has  been  closely  associated 
with  hospital  activities  during  Mr. 
Bacon's  40-year  regime.

Milestones  and   Highlights:    1 900- i  940 

Since    1900,  335,000  patients  have  been  cared  for  in  Presbyterian  Hospital  beds. 
The  School  of  Nursing,  opened  in   1903,  has  graduated   1,529  young  women. 

More  than  700  young  doctors  have  received  intern  and  postgraduate  resident 
training   and   thousands  of   Rush   students  have  received   bedside  clinical  instruction. 

In  1900  the  hospital  endowment  fund  amounted  to  only  $250,000;  buildings  and 
equipment  were  valued  at  a  like  sum.  Present  endowment  is  $4,061,233.90  while 
buildings  and  equipment  are  valued  at  $2,500,000,  an  increase  of  $150,000  a  year 
for  the  40  years. 

Income  from  endowment  and  gifts  for  current  use  have  made  it  possible  to  provide 
the  needy  sick  with  free  hospital  care  costing  a  total  of  $5,000,000  in  the  40  years. 

The  Out-Patient  Obstetrical  Department,  established  in  1904,  has  provided  free 
medical  care  at  20,710  births  in  homes,  in  cooperation  with  Rush  Medical  College 
and  Central  Free  Dispensary. 


MRS.  GRAHAM'S  ADDRESS

At  the  conclusion  of  Mrs.  Gra- 
ham's address  and  the  gift  presenta- 
tion on  behalf  of  the  board,  the  en- 
tire assembly  rose  and  sang  "Happy 
Birthday,  Mr.  Bacon"  while  Chef 
Erich  Bode  marched  down  the  aisle 
bearing  aloft  a  huge  birthday  cake, 
surrounded  by  40  candles. 

Mrs.  Graham's  Address 

Addressing  the  superintendent  as 
"Dear  Mr.  Bacon,"  Mrs.  Graham 
said  : 

For  any  man  who  can  work  in  har- 
mony with  more  than  200  women  is 
entitled  to  be  so  addressed. 

Though  we  were  not  200  strong 
when  first  you  met  us,  we  were  not 
insignificant,  numbering  129  in  mem- 
bership, representing  32  churches,  as 
compared  with  44  today.  We  had 
not  yet  established  the  General  Mem- 
bership, so  had  not  extended  the 
glad  hand  to  non  -  Presbyterian 
friends  welcoming  them  to  labor  in 
our  vineyard.  And  just  a  word 
about  the  churches  of  then  and  now. 
A  brief  showing  of  constantly  chang- 
ing conditions  in  this  great  city. 

A  few  have  gone  completely  out  of 
existence.  Others  have  united,  re- 
built in  a  changed  locality  and 
adopted  the  name  of  one  or  the  other, 
or  a  combination  name.  An  instance 
—Mrs.  Lincoln  M.  Coy,  who  in  1900 
represented  the  41st  Street  Church, 
and  now,  because  of  union,  repre- 
sents the  First. 

Mrs.  Robert  Stuart  came  into 
membership  from  the  Hyde  Park 
Presbyterian  Church  and  though 
now  a  life  member — also  an  honorary 
member — is  still  claimed  by  the 
United  Church  of  Hyde  Park." 

When   Members  Came  in  "Hacks" 

Miss  Helen  Drake,  a  life  member, 
will  in  a  way  lie  recorded  as  50-50. 
In  1900  she  was  listed  under  the  ban- 
ner of  the  original  First  Church- 
many  years  later  when  location  was 
changed  we  find  her  in  the  Fourth 
Church  list  and  now,  as  a  non-resi- 
dent, she  appears  as  an  honorary 
member,  as  well  as  honorary  chair- 
man of  the  School  of  Nursing  Com- 
mittee. Then,  we  must  go  way  out 
north,  clear  to  Evanston,  to  find  our 
Mrs.  Perkins  B.  Bass  whom  we  all 
.claim  though  we  do  have  to  acknowl- 
edge that  her  name  is  now  and  al- 
ways has  been  on  the  list  of  Evans- 
ton  First. 

You  younger  members  wonder 
why  distance  is  made  so  much  of  in 
this  instance.  Remember,  those  were 
not  the  days  of  automobiles  and  our 


members  from  Lake  Forest,  High- 
land Park,  and  Evanston — all  honor 
to  them — came  by  train,  landing  at 
the  dirty,  old  Northwestern  station 
—no  taxis,  to  come  quickly  to  the 
hospital ;  either  rough-riding  cable 
street  cars,  or  none-too-clean,  some- 
what smelly  horse  ecpiipages  called 
"hacks."  I  wonder  some  arrange- 
ment was  not  made  by  which  the 
horse-drawn  ambulance,  presented  to 
the  hospital  by  the  Woman's  Board 
in  1890,  and  then  still  in  use,  was  not 
at  the  station  to  meet  these  courage- 
ous1 women,  so  faithful  in  attendance. 
"Joy  rides"  in  that  ambulance  had 
already  occurred  as  old  records 
show. 

Still  Represent  Third  Church 

Mrs.  George  R.  Nichols  and  I,  Mrs. 
David  W.  Graham,  life  members,  com- 
plete the  sextet  of  those  belonging  to  the 
Woman's  Board  40  years  ago.  Mrs.  Nichols 
and  I,  are  still  allowed  the  privilege  of 
having  our  names  appear  on  the  Third 
Church  list.  If  we  were  proud  to  be  so 
recorded  then  (1900)  when  that  Church 
had.  the  largest  membership  of  any 
church  in  the  Chicago  Presbytery  and 
gloried  in  its  unchallenged  position  of 
importance,  prouder  still  should  we  be 
today  when,  with  its  greatly  reduced 
membership,  because  of  location  and  ob- 
stacles that  long  ago  would  have  para- 
lyzed less  dauntless  spirits,  the  Third  has 
stayed  in  the  old  field,  keeping  out  of 
the  red. 

Today  with  our  chaplain,  Rev.  Russell 
L.  Dicks,  as  assistant  to  the  pastor,  Dr. 
Alvyn  R.  Hickman,  Third  Church  is  do- 
ing as  important,  and  possibly  the  most 
important  work  in  its  entire  career,  with 
the  students  of  dentistry,  medicine  and 
nursing  in  this  great  center,  that  is 
spoken  of  as  the  greatest  center  of  its 
kind  in  this  country,  if  not  in  the  world. 
And  here  we  note  the  helpfulness  of  our 
superintendent,  not  only  because  of  his 
position  in  the  hospital  and  his  official 
position  as  elder  in  the  Third  Church, 
but  because  of  his  knowledge  of  the  need 
of  such  activity,  his  appreciation  of  the 
opportunity  for  this  church,  and  his  long 
desire  to  have  it   improved. 


Mrs.  Graham  said  that  she  would  like 
to  review  in  detail  the  story  of  Mr. 
Bacon's  selection  by  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons, 
then  president  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
in  1900  and  the  almost  countless  changes 
and  improvements  that  have  been  made 
under  Mr.  Bacon's  administration,  but 
as  time  was  limited,  she  chose  rather 
to  place  emphasis  on  the  impress  of  Mr. 
Bacon's  personality  on  the  human  lives 
with  which  he  had  come  in  contact. 

"Preaching  by  Example" 
Continuing  to  quote  Mrs.  Graham: 
First,  the  employes  from  the  highest 
to  the  lowest — not  that  it  is  your  province 
to  engage  them  all,  nor  do  you  necessarily 
come  in  direct  touch  with  all  of  them, 
except  in  dire  need.  But  such  is  the 
spirit  by  which  they  are  surrounded,  en- 
gendered by  you,  that  all  recognize  that 
the  same  integrity  in  work,  the  same 
living  up  to  responsibility  assumed,  is  ex- 
pected of  them  as  you,  yourself,  make 
evident,  in  your  position  as  superior  offi- 
cer.   This  means  preaching  by  example. 


And  to  thousands  of  employes  on  the 
payroll  of  the  hospital  have  you  so 
preached. 

Nurses  and  Interns 

Then,   the  nurses — our   own   School   of  ; 
Nursing   was   established   in   1903.    Since 
then  more  than  1,500  young  women  have 
gone  out   into   the  world  wearing  their 
badges   of   achievement,    the   pin   of   the  ' 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  whose  honor  they 
are  sworn  to  maintain.    True,  their  high 
court    of    appeal    is   the   director    of  the  | 
school;   still  in  their  round  of  duty  it  is  i 
impossible  not  to  be  conscious  of  the  type 
of  man  whose  influence  permeates  every 
activity  of  the  hospital. 

The  first  article  in  the  Atlantic  Month- 
ly for  June  1940,  is  the  thoughtful  ad- 
dress of  Lord  Halifax,  Foreign  Secretary 
of  Great  Britain  and  Chancellor  of  Ox- 
ford  University,  to  the  latter's  under- 
graduates "soon  to  go  into  uniform." 

His  closing  words  were  taken  from  a 
column  standing  in  front  of  the  Viceroy's 
House  in  Delhi,  India — 

"In  Thought,  Faith 
In  Word,  Wisdom 
In  Deed,  Courage 
In  Life,  Service" 

Well  may  these  words  be  the  motto  of 
every  hospital  superintendent  in  his  touch 
with  youth.  Young  men,  interns  who, 
already  embued  with  Faith  and  Courage  . 
need  words  of  Wisdom  as  they  begin  a 
Life  of  Service. 

That  you  have  not  failed  the  approxi- 
mately 700  young  men  with  whom  you 
have  come  in  contact,  your  son  and  mine, 
and  the  son  of  our  member,  Mrs.  Stanton 
Friedberg,  can  testify. 

Medical   Staff  and  Managers 

But  if  these  attributes  are  needed  in 
dealing  with  young  men  and  young 
women,  how  about  the  Medical  Staff, 
many  of  whom  have  been  interns,  and 
the  Board  of  Managers?  Well  and 
cautiously  must  the  superintendent  gird  : 
on  his  armor  for  conferences  with  these 
august  bodies.  He  surely  needs  both 
courage  and  wisdom. 

Experience  has  shown  that  suggestions, 
requests,  or  demands  from  the  staff  are 
the  result  of  necessity  tending  to  more 
efficient  service,  and  if  he  is  to  act  as 
intermediary  with  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, our  superintendent  appreciates 
that  this  high  court  of  appeals  is  eager 
to  acquiesce  to  all  requests  but,  alas,  the 
exchequer  often  seems  to  forbid.  But, 
with  faith  that  somehow  the  money  can 
be  found,  the  point  is  tactfully  pressed 
and  eventually  won.  And  we  have  only 
to  take  inventory  of  the  changes  leading 
to  greater  efficiency  in  our  hospital  to 
have  evidence  of  the  faith,  courage  and 
wisdom  of  its  superintendent. 

Friend  in  Hour  of  Need 

I  have  left  to  the  last  the  most  impor- 
tant  contact  of  all,  that,  with  patients 
around  whom  all  this  efficiency  centers. 

Records   show  that  more   than   335,000 
individuals    needing    hospital    care    have 
more  or  less  been  under  your  supervision 
since  that  eventful  day  in  June,  40  years  I 
ago,  that  was  predestined  to  be  so  impor-  ; 
tant  to  you  and  to  us.    Although  human- 
ly impossible  for  you  to  have  come  into 
direct  contact  with  each  individual  of  so 
vast    a    number,    some   of   us   know    that 
many  are  the  sorrowing  hearts,  the  bur-  : 
dened   minds   that   have   been   comforted

Chicago,  June  8,  1940. 

Dear  "When  Chicago  Was  Young" 
Friends:  This  is  not  to  be  a  letter  to 
"Dear  Julia,"  but  an  epistle  from  Me  to 
You.  Laid  on  the  shelf  for  a  few  days 
with  a  belated  case  of  influenza,  your 
columnist  has  decided  to  write  you  what 
she  sees  and  hears  from  a  room  on  the 
fifth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
Having  just  finished  Kenneth  Horan's 
"Night  Bell,"  there  is  a  temptation  to 
imagine  one's  self  a  Mrs.  Morgan  and  to 
watch  for  romantic  events  such  as  that 
heroine  took  part  in.  None  such  develop, 
but  there  is  enough  interest  without 
novel  plots.  The  boy  who  brings  the 
newspapers  has  sadness  in  his  blue  eyes 
as  he  tells  you  that  he  has  three  brothers 
in  Norway  from  whom  he  hasn't  heard 
since  that  country  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Germany.  The  cleaning  women,  Polish 
and  Czecho-Slovakian,  know  nothing  of 
relatives  in  their  old  home. 

Yet  they  all  do  their  day's  work,  well 
and  uncomplainingly,  God  bless  them! 
One  feels  almost  ashamed  to  be  enjoying 
so  much  hospital  attention  when  all  over 
Europe  maimed  bodies  are  lying  uncared 
for,  and  the  fate  of  civilization  hangs  in 
the  balance. 

The  nurses  are  talking  of  base  hos- 
pitals and  hospital  units  and  one  realizes 
that  they  intend  to  be  ready  if  they  are 
needed. 

From  my  window  I  can  see  in  the 
distance  Ashland  boulevard,  once  the 
home  of  fashionable  Chicagoans,  many 
of  them  from  the  south.  A  delightful 
social  life  centered  here,  with  gay  eve- 
ning parties  for  the  neighborhood,  when 
"square  dances"  prevailed,  and  afternoon 
"receptions"  to  which  all  Chicago  came. 

The  Infanta  Eulalia  of  Spain  was  the 
guest  of  Mayor  Carter  H.  Harrison,  Sr. 
in  his  fine  home  at  the  corner  of  Ash- 
land boulevard  and  Jackson  street  during 
the  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893. 

Those  days  of  elegance  are  gone,  but 
a  little  to  the  west  of  Ashland  boulevard 
has  risen  a  great  medical  center.  It  is 
thrilling  to  look  at  an  aerial  photograph 
of  this  neighborhood  and  realize  that  it 
is  the  greatest  lifesaving  center  in  the 
world.  Hospital  beds  in  this  district  are 
estimated  to  number  4,438. 


Presbyterian  Hospital  is  not  the  oldest 
hospital  in  Chicago — Cook  County  and 
Mercy  antedate  it — but  it  is  known  far 
and  wide  thruout  the  United  States,  not 
only  for  its  connection  with  Rush  Medi- 
cal college,  oldest  medical  institution  in 
Illinois,  but  also  because  of  its  superin- 
tendent, Asa  S.  Bacon,  for  33  years  treas- 
urer of  the  American  Hospital  Associa- 
tion. On  June  1  Mr.  Bacon  celebrated 
the  40th  anniversary  of  his  connection 
with  Presbyterian.  Hospital  at  a  dinner 
given  during  the  reunion  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  Interns  Alumni.  The 
occasion  also  honored  Herman  Hensel, 
his  assistant  for  28  years,  and  William 
Gray,  who  as  pharmacist  has  occupied 
his  important  post  for  35  years. 

Michigan-born  Asa  Bacon  received  his 
preparation  for  a  hospital  management 
position  in  the  school  of  hard  knocks, 
for  he  has  been  a  lumberjack  and  clerk 
in  a  general  store  in  a  lumber  town. 
Picked,  by  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  millionaire 
philanthropist,  then  president  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  board,  he  came  to 
his  post  in  1900,  knowing  nothing  about 
hospital  work  but  having  mastered 
courses  in  bookeeping  and  accounting 
while   clerking  in  a  country  store. 

If  the  great  hospital  he  manages  has 
a  superb  spirit — efficiency  mingled  with 
sympathy  and  good  will — much  of  the 
credit,  say  his  associates,  must  go  to  Asa 
Bacon. 

The  Woman's  Board  of  the  hospital  is 
outstanding  in  its  social  service  work, 
which  attracts  young  women  as  helpers, 
so  that  a  number  represent  fourth  gen- 
eration members.  Among  these  young 
women  are  members  of  the  families  of 
Graham  Drake,  Daniel  A.  Jones,  Byron 
L.  Smith,  Stuart,  Maltman,  Hamill,  and 
McCormick. 

If  you  are  a  patient  in  the  hospital, 
you  will  be  likely  to  find  on  Tuesdays 
lovely  looking  Mrs.  Burke  Williamson 
(Peggy  Clow)  wheeling  a  heavy  cart 
loaded  with  books  thru  the  corridors, 
continuing  the  work  of  the  Hamill  family 
for  the   institution.

Among  the  dis- 
tinguished ex-in- 
terns present  was 
Dr.  Oliver  S. 
Ormsby  (1897) 
who  joined  the 
Medical  Staff  of 
Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital in  1901  and 
for  many  years 
has  been  head  of 
the  department  of 
dermatology  in 
both  the  hospital 
and  Rush  Medical 
College.  Dr. 
Ormsby  is  known 
internationally  as 
a  dermatologist. 
He  is  author  of  a 
widely  used  textbook  and  many  other 
medical  works  on  this  subject. 

Dr.  Linn  F.  McBride,  1939-40  president 
of  the  Hospital  Alumni  Association, 
opened  the  reunion  dinner  program  and

Gray  have  been  a  great  team.  The  high 
order  of  their  services  has  given  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  a  place  among  those 
of  first  rank  in  America." 


Dr.  Bert  Cald- 
well— "It  is  grati- 
fying to  hear 
such  expressions 
of  regard  for  a 
hospital  superin- 
tendent f  rom 
members  of  the 
Medical  Staff. 
This  is  the  first 
time  I  have 
known  of  interns 
and  ex-interns  of 
a  hospital  giving 
a  dinner  in  honor 
of  their  hospital 
superintendent.

contributed  in  a  way  that  no  other  man 
has  to  the  improvement  of  hospital  proce- 
dure and  service.  He  is  universally  loved 
by  hospital  people  and  medical  men 
alike." 

"Kindliness  and  Humor" 

Dr.  N.  Sproat  Heaney  said  that  Mr. 
Bacon  had  enjoyed  his  work  and  is  still 
young  despite  his  75  years  and  the  heavy 
burdens  devolving  upon  him  through  the 
years,  "because  he  has  been  kindly  and 
has  had  a  sense  of  humor.  These  quali- 
ties have  caused  him  to  work  in  harmony 
with  his  associates,  and  to  develop  a 
spirit  among  hospital  employes  that  is 
seldom  found." 

In  introducing  Mr.  Bacon,  Dr.  O'Conor 
commented  on  the  fact  that  as  many 
patients  had  passed  through  Presbyterian 
Hospital  during  Mr.  Bacon's  40-year 
regime  "as  the  British  got  out  of 
Flanders." 

When   They  Were   Interns 

Mr.  Bacon  prefaced  his  more  serious 
remarks  by  telling  of  the  pranks  which 
some  of  the  leading  members  of  the 
present  Medical  Staff  played  during  their 
intern  days.  Among  the  favorite  amuse- 
ments of  some  who  now  rate  among  our 
most  prominent  staff  members  was  to 
carry  a  soundly  sleeping  intern,  mattress 
and  all,  outside  and  deposit  it  on  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  the  residence  in 
which  the  interns  lived  in  those  days. 
At  that  time  interns  lived  in  the  houses 
facing  on  Hermitage  avenue,  which  were 
torn  down  when  the  private  pavilion  was 
built  in  1908. 

Looking   Backward   and   Forward 

"I  have  been  more  greatly  blessed  than 
any  hospital  administrator  in  the  coun- 
try," said  Mr.  Bacon  "because  I  have 
known  and  worked  with  some  of  the  best 
medical  and  surgical  men  in  the  country 
— I  began  at  Presbyterian  with  Senn, 
Billings,  Fenger,  Graham,  and  Webster, 
and.  through  the  years  no  hospital  has 
had  a  finer  staff  than  ours.  I  also  have 
had  the  finest  board  of  trustees  that  any 
hospital  executive  ever  worked  under  and  , 
the  most  outstanding  Woman's  Board. 
These  with  the  loyal  and  faithful  interns, 
nurses,  and  other  personnel  have  helped 
to  make  Presbyterian  Hospital  what  it 
is  and  has  been  through  the  years.  There 
need  be  no  fear  on  the  part  of  anyone 
about  the  future  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  with  the  great  Presbyterian 
Church  back  of  it,  its  endowment  of  over 
four  million  dollars,  and  its  location  in 
the  largest  medical  center  in  the  country. 

Luncheon  at  Hospital 

The  reunion  dinner,  attended  by  150  j 
past  and  present  interns  and  residents 
and  members  of  the  Medical  Staff, 
climaxed  a  two-day  program  of  Rush 
Alumni  clinics  in  the  hospital  and  col- 
lege. Members  of  the  Hospital  Alumni 
Association  were  guests  of  the  hospital  at 
a  sumptuous  buffet  luncheon  at  one 
o'clock  on  Friday,  served  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  Erich  Bode,  chef,  and  Miss 
Beulah   Hunzicker,  dietitian.

Dr.  Joseph  Smith,  now  a  surgeon  in 
Wausau,  Wis.  succeeded  Dr.  Stevenson 
as  resident  physician  in  1902,  serving  one 
year.  While  a  student  in  Rush  Medi< 
College,  during  his  internship  and  resi- 
dency in  the  hospital,  and  for  two  years 
thereafter,  Dr.  Smith  was  in  charge  of 
the  hospital's  first  X-ray  machine,  instal- 
led in  1898,  the  gift  of  William  and 
Edward  T.  Blair.

HOSPITAL    SERVICE    MAKES    MANY    ADVANCES    IN    40    YEARS 


Average   Stay  of  Patients  Cut 

from  30  +o  9.5  Days;  Other 

Comparisons  Noted 


The  annual  report  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital  for  1899  states  that  the 
average  stay  of  patients  that  year 
was  30  days.  In  1939  it  was  9.5  days. 
The  hospital  mortality  rate  was  5.9 
percent  in  1899  and  in  1939  it  was 
2.2  percent,  a  decrease  of  more  than 
50  percent.  In  1900,  the  year  that 
Mr.  Bacon  came,  admissions  totaled 
3,463  as  compared  with  12,033  last 
year. 

In  1900  the  hospital  had  only 
three  telephones,  a  horse-drawn 
ambulance,  and  fireplaces  in  private 
rooms.  Patients  used  handbells  to 
call  nurses.  There  were  29  men  on 
the  Medical  Staff  as  compared  to  120 
today ;  nine  interns  and  no  resident 
doctors  as  compared  with  28  interns 
and   14  residents  today. 

On    1900  Medical   Staff 

Of  the  29  men  on  the  Medical  Staff  in 
that  year  only  three  are  still  on  the  staff 
— Dr.  James  B.  Herriek,  Dr.  John  A. 
Robison  and  Dr.  Arthur  Dean  Bevan. 
Three  others  of  the  29  doctors  are  still 
living — Dr.  Ludwig  Hektoen,  who  severed 
his  connection  here  in  1934  and  is  now 
executive  director  of  the  National  Ad- 
visory Cancer  Council  in  Washington, 
D.  C. ;  Dr.  Emanuel  J.  Senn  of  Chicago 
and  Dr.  J.  Clarence  Webster  of  Shediac, 
New  Brunswick. 

Dr.  David  W.  Graham  was  president  of 
the  staff.  Dr.  Frank  Billings  had  just 
become  a  member  as  had  also  Dr.  Nicho- 
las Senn,  Dr.  Christian  Fenger  and  Dr. 
Webster.  Among  others  on  the  staff 
whose  names  are  well  known  in  medical

Dr.  Daniel  K.  Pearsons  was  president 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Mr.  John  C. 
Welling,  vice-president;  Mr.  William  A. 
Douglass,  secretary;  and  Mr.  Edgar  A. 
Hill,  treasurer.  Other  members  of  the 
board  were:  Dr.  Graham,  Thomas  Kane, 
W.  C.  Gray,  Edward  T.  Blair,  Charles  L. 
Hutchinson,  Eugene  S.  Pike,  Lafayette 
McWilliams,  John  S.  Gould,  Marvin 
Hughitt.  Ernest  A.  Hamill,  Robert  M. 
Wells,  Cyrus;  H.  Adams,  Thomas  Dent, 
Levi  W.  Yaggy,  H.  M.  Sherwood,  Thomas 
Templeton,  Lewis  H.  Davis,  S.  W.  Raw- 
son,  and  Albert  A.  Sprague. 

None  of  these  men  are  now  on  the 
board  and  most  of  them  are  deceased.

Endowments  estab- 
lished by  or  in  memory  of  most  of  1900 


board  members  also  perpetuate  their  in- 
terest in  the  hospital. 

During  this  period  medical  science  and 
hospital  service  have  made  unprecedented 
advances.  In  1900  X-ray  and  laboratory 
sciences  were  in  their  infancy.  There  was 
no  insulin,  no  radium,  no  ultraviolet  ray 
machine,  no  short  wave  diathermy,  no 
iron,  lung,  no  metabolism,  and  no  electro- 
cardiograph. In  comparison  with  three 
telephones  in  1900,  the  hospital  now  has 
284  terminals  on  the  house  system  and 
21  outside  trunk  lines  with  a  daily  total 
of  2,600  to  2,800  calls  and  a  yearly  total 
of  close  to  a  million  calls  cleared  through 
the  switchboard. 

Originates  Many  Improvements 
Mr.  Bacon  is  the  originator  of  many 
improvements  in  hospital  service  and  has 
invented  a  score  or  more  of  devices  and 
gadgets  now  used  in  hospitals  throughout 
the  country.  None  of  the  latter  were 
patented  but  were  turned  over  to  manu- 
facturers for  the  benefit  of  hospitals 
generally.

Presbyterian  Hospital  was  one  of  the 
first  in  the  country  to  equip  rooms  with 
baths  when  the  hospital's  private  pavilion 
was  built  in  1908.  Mr.  Bacon  was  the 
originator  of  the  central  food  service 
plan  and  the  central  service  for  linens 
and  other  supplies  in  hospitals.  He  helped 
to  develop  the  first  electric  signal  system 
installed  in  hospitals,  and  invented  a  type 
of  window  with  screen  attached  and  con- 
structed so  as  to  make  jumping  out  im- 
possible, although  no  bars  are  used. 
Mr.  Bacon  has  been  active  in  the 
American  Hospital  Association  since  it 
was  founded,  and  has  been  its  treasurer 
since  1906  with  the  exception  of  one  year, 
1923,  when  he  served  as  president.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Illinois 
and  the  Chicago  Hospital  Associations 
(now  the  Chicago  Hospital  Council),  the 
American  College  of  Hospital  Adminis- 
trators, and  the  American  Protestant 
Hospital  Association.  As  stated  in  a  pre- 
vious issue  of  the  Bulletin,  the  American 
Hospital  Association  library  was  named 
the  Asa  A.  Bacon  Library  "in  apprecia- 
tion of  a  lifetime  of  service  to  the  hos- 
pitals of  America,"  at  dedicatory  ex- 
ercises  held  on  Feb.  12,   1940. 


Mr.  Bacon's  Response  to  Anniversary  Address 

In  accepting  the  gift  presented  and  in  response  to  Mrs.  Graham's  address  at 
the  Woman's  Board  meeting  on  June  3,  Mr.  Bacon  said: 

I  hardly  know  how  to  express  myself  for  this  40th  anniversary  surprise.  Mrs. 
Graham's  kind  words  I  shall  always  cherish ;  your  beautiful  present,  a  clock  and 
the  40th  birthday  cake,  is  a  token  of  love  that  overcomes  me. 

I  feel  that  I  have  been  greatly  blessed  during  my  forty  years  within  the  four 
walls  of  our  hospital.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  associate  with  some  of  the 
greatest  medical  and  surgical  minds ;  with  a  nursing  and  intern  staff  always 
efficient  and  cooperative;  a  Board  of  Managers  of  outstanding  men  formulating 
the  policies  of  the  hospital;  our  Woman's  Board,  who  have  always  stood  back 
the  superintendent  to  the  fullest;  loyal  and  sympathetic  employes;  thirty-five 
of  the  forty  years  in  close  contact  and  usually  working  with  the  greatest  minds 
in  hospital  administration,  this  through  the  American  Hospital  Association;  the 
Presbyterian  ministers  of  the  Chicago  Presbytery  and  forty  years  with  the  Third 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  Mrs.  Graham  has  so  sympathetically  touched  upon. 
All  of  these  have  so  been  woven  into  my  life  that,  as  I  said  before,  I  have  been 
greatly  blessed. 

An  old  schoolmate  called  on  me  one  day,  and  after  talking  about  old  times 
he  asked  this  question,  "Asa,  if  you  had  your  life  to  live  over  again,  what  would 
you  do?"  I  answered,  "Orb,  if  I  had  my  life  to  live  over  again,  I  would  be 
superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital." 


Members  of  Staff  Win  First  Prizes  on  Exhibits  at 
State  Medical  Convention — Others  on  Program 

First  prizes  in  both  the  Scientific  and  Educational  Exhibits  at  the  Centen- 
nial Convention  of  the  Illinois  State  Medical  Society  in  Peoria,  May  21-23, 
were  awarded  to  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Medical  Staff  and 
Rush  Medical  College  Faculty. 

Dr.  R.  Kennedy  Gilchrist  arranged  the  prize-winning  Scientific  Exhibit, 
which  presented  the  findings  of  experimental  studies  of  "Carcinoma  of  the 
Colon  and  Rectum."  The  Educational  Exhibit  on  which  Dr.  Robert  H. 
Herbst  and  Dr.  James  W.  Merricks  won  first  place  was  on  "Treatment  of 
Seminal  Vesiculitis  by  Transurethral  Catheterization  and  Dilation  of  the 
Ejaculatory  Ducts."  Both  exhibits  were  the  result  of  extensive  research 
work  in  the  subjects  covered.

Remodeling,  Redecorating  and 

Other    Work     Done     In 

Hospital   Buildings 


Throughout  the  summer  painters 
and  carpenters  have  been  busy  doing 
remodeling,  redecorating  and.  paint- 
ing in  the  hospital  and  the  School 
of  Nursing  buildings  and  other 
properties  owned  by  the  hospital. 
Exterior  painting  has  greatly  im- 
proved the  appearance  of  the  flat 
buildings  on  the  north  side  of  Cong- 
ress street  opposite  and  those  on  the 
south  side  of  Congress  street,  be- 
tween Hermitage  avenue  and  the 
elevated.  Window  frames  on  the 
hospital  building,  nearly  2,000  in 
number,  have  been  repainted.  New 
safety  hooks  have  been  put  on  the 
windows  for  the  use  of  window 
washers. 

Remodel  Two  Wards 

The  most  extensive  job  of  re- 
modeling in  the  hospital  building 
was  done  in  Wards  G  and  H  on  the 
B-upper  Floor.  In  addition  to  being 
redecorated,  these  wards  have  been 
fitted  with  sliding  curtains,  Venetian 
blinds,  new  indirect  lighting  fixtures, 
and  new  floor  coverings.  These  wards 
are  now  among  the  most  attractive 
to  be  found  in  any  hospital  any- 
where. Previously,  the  large  materni- 
ty ward  and  other  wards  were 
fitted  with  sliding  curtains,  and  it  is 
expected  that  eventually  all  of  the 
wards  can  be  improved  in  this 
manner. 

All  wards  are  now  equipped  with 
indirect  ceiling  lights.  Walls  and 
furniture  in  all  of  the  wards  were 
repainted.  Several  private  rooms 
were  redecorated.

OUR  NEIGHBORHOOD  SPRUCES  UP 

The  past  summer  witnessed  a  good  many  improvements  in  the  neighborhood  near 
the  hospital.  The  stretch  of  pavement  on  Congress  street  from  Ashland  to  Honore 
street  was  resurfaced.  Trees  and  grass  in  the  small  park  directly  west  of  the  hospital 
building  showed  notable  growth  and  the  work  of  clearing  and  developing  the  rest 
of  the  park  area  has  progressed.  A  number  of  old  buildings  in  our  vicinity  were 
torn  down  and  other  steps  taken  toward  the  improvement  of  the  West  Side 
Medical   Center   area. 

The  new  University  of  Illinois  Psychiatric  Institute  building  is  now  practically 
completed  and  will  be  equipped  and  ready  for  occupancy  about  Jan.  I,  1941. 
This  building  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Wood  and  Taylor  streets  and  has  been 
erected   at  a   cost  of  $1,250,000. 


USE    OF    INTRAVENOUS    AND    OTHER    INFUSIONS     INCREASES 


Water  and   Salt   Balance   Are 

Maintained,   Other   Needs 

Met  in  This  Way 


Within  the  last  few  years  intra- 
venous (in  the  vein)  and  subcutane- 
ous (under  the  skin)  infusion  of 
various  solutions,  nourishments,  vac- 
cines, serums,  extracts  and  other 
therapeutic  agents  has  increased 
greatly.  With  the  increased  use  of 
this  form  of  therapy,  improved  tech- 
niques have  been  developed  so  that 
this  branch  of  therapeutics  has  be- 
come one  of  the  most  exacting  as 
well  as  one  of  the  most  useful  forms 
of  treatment  utilized  by  the  medical 
profession. 

The  body  must  have  a  certain  amount 
of  fluids  to  maintain  what  is  known  as 
water  balance.  When  a  pre-operative, 
post-operative,  or  other  seriously  ill  pa- 
tient cannot  take  the  necessary  amount 
of  fluid  by  mouth  it.  must  be  given  by 
some  other  method.  Salt  balance  also 
must  be  maintained  and  when  neces- 
sary sodium  chloride  or  other  normal 
salt  solution  may  be  given  subeutaneous- 
ly  or  intravenously.  Dextrose  solutions 
often  are  given  to  supply  nourishment. 
Liver  and  other  biological  extracts,  vac- 
cines, and  serums  are  given  in  the  vein 
or  under  the  skin  for  treatment  of 
various  diseases   and   deficiencies. 

Blood   Transfusions 

When  a  person  has  lost  a  large 
amount  of  blood  through  injury  or 
hemorrhage,  or  when  there  is  a  protein 
deficiency  in  the  blood,  healthy  blood  is 
given.  Blood  transfusions  were  formerly 
given  mainly  by  the  direct  method  but 
improved  apparatus  has  made  it  possible 
to  draw  the  blood  from  the  donor  into 
a  sealed  flask  containing  anticoagulant 
solution  and  infused  into  the  vein  of  the 
patient  later.  Both  methods  are  used  in 
this  hospital  as  explained  in  detail  in 
the  September,  1939  issue  of  the  Bul- 
letin, copies  of  which  are  still  available. 

Staff  Has  Committee 

In  Presbyterian  Hospital  a  standing 
committee  appointed  by  the  Medical 
Staff  has  made  a  special  study  of  the 
techniques  which  should  be  carried  out 
in  the  care  and  use  of  intravenous  and 
subcutaneous  equipment.  It  has  been 
found  that  properly  prepared  apparatus 
and  careful  methods  of  administration 
have  materially  cut  clown  the  harmful 
reactions   of  patients. 

On  recommendation  of  this  committee 
the  hospital  management  has  established 
a  special  department  for  the  care  of 
syringes,  tubing,  needles,  and  other  equip- 
ment used  in  this  work.  Heretofore, 
nurses  on  the  floors,  in  the  operating 
rooms,  examining  rooms  and  other  de- 
partments have  cared  for  all  intravenous 
apparatus,  doing  this  work  in  addition 
to  their  many  other  duties.  It  was  felt 
by  the  staff  committee  and  the  hospital 
management  that  with  the  increasing 
use  of  this  type  of  therapy,  it  would  be 
more  economical  and  efficient  to  cen- 
tralize the  care  of  apparatus  in  one  de-

the  latest  devices  for  doing  this  work. 

The  New  Department 
During  the  summer  the  suite  on  8th 
Floor,  Murdoch,  formerly  used  by  Fever 
Therapy,  was  equipped  to  serve  as  a 
Central  Intravenous  Department.  Nurses 
on  the  floors  will  continue  to  take  care 
of  the  cleansing  and  sterilizing  of  the 
small  hypodermic  syringes.  The  operat- 
ing room  staff  will  continue  to  care  for 
apparatus  used  in  direct  blood  transfu- 
sions, which  are  always  given  in  an  oper- 
ating room.  Indirect  transfusion  ap- 
paratus is  to  be  cared  for  in  the  new 
department.  This  apparatus  consists  of 
separate  sets  for  taking  blood  from  the 
donor  and  for  giving  it  to  the  patient. 
The  staff  committee  on  Intravenous 
Therapy  has  also  made  recommendations 
for  the  use  of  apparatus  and  for  Ihe 
furnishing  of  supplies,  such  as  solutions, 
etc.  The  committee  is  composed  of  Dr. 
Egbert  H.  Fell,  Dr.  Hey  worth  N.  San- 
ford,  Dr.  Ralph  Trimmer,  and  Dr.  Evans 
W.  Pernokis. 

The  intricate  mechanics  of  devising 
and  installing  the  equipment  in  the  new 
department  were  worked  out  ingenously 
by  the  hospital's  chief  engineer,  Mr. 
Frank  Mahr.

NUMEROUS  PROCEDURES 
REQUIRED    IN    CARE    OF 
INTRAVENOUS  APPARATUS 

"Rinse  25  times  in  hot  water." 

"Dry  sterilize  for  two  hours  at 
140  to  145  degrees." 

"Soak  in  freshly  distilled  water 
one-half  hour  to  two  hours." 

The  foregoing'  are  some  of  the 
procedures  picked  at  random  from 
those  that  make  up  the  elaborate 
techniques  required  in  the  cleansing 
and  aseptic  preparation  of  apparatus 
used  for  the  giving  of  intravenous 
and  subcutaneous  infusions  to  hos- 
pital patients. 

The  25  rinsings  in  hot  water  are  given 
to  glassware  that  has  been  cleaned  with 
acid.  After  the  25  rinsings  in  hot  tap 
water,  the  glassware  is  again  rinsed 
thoroughly  in  distilled  water.  While  per- 
forming this  cleansing  task,  the  worker 
wears  rubber  apron,  rubber  gloves,  and 
goggles  as  a  protection  against  the  acid. 
The  acid  cleansing  is  given  at  intervals 
as  needed. 

Needles   Require   Much   Care 

Needles,  numbering  from  150  to  200 
daily,  must  be  sterilized  in  dry  heat  for 
two  hours.  However,  this  is  the  final 
step  in  getting  them  ready  for  use.  The 
cleansing  of  needles  and  their  preparation 
for  sterilization  involves  the  following 
procedures: 

1.  Use  syringe  to  wash  needles  with 
green  soap  solution. 

2.  Use  applicator  with  Bon  Ami  for 
cleaning  bore  of  needle;  use  stylette 
for  cleaning  shank  of  needle. 

3.  Rinse  with  warm  water. 

4.  Rinse  with  ether  and  allow  needle 
to  dry. 

5.  Examine  all  needles  and  sharpen  if 
necessary. 

6.  Discard  needles  that  are  bent. 

7.  Place  cotton  in  test  tube,  place 
needle  in  tube  with  point  down,  plug 
tube  with  cotton. 


Now  the  needles  are  ready  for  the 
sterilizer.  After  being  sterilized  they  re- 
main in  the  test  tubes  until  needed  for 
use  when  they  are  handled  aseptically 
by  the  doctor  or  nurse. 

How  Tubing    Is  Cleansed 

Soaking  in  distilled  water  for  one-half 
hour  to  two  hours  is  one  of  several  proce- 
dures in  the  extremely  careful  technique 
carried  out  in  the  cleansing  of  tubing. 
Before  being  sent  to  the  department  and 
immediately  following  its  use,  tubing  is 
drained  of  any  remaining  solution  and 
rinsed  with  cold  tap  water.  The  first 
procedure  in  the  department  is  the 
cleansing  of  the  outside  of  the  tubin^. 
Ether  is  used  to  remove  adhesive  with 
which  the  tubing  usually  is  attached  to 
the  patient's  arm  or  leg.  The  entire 
outer  surface  is  then  washed  with  green 
soap  and  rinsed  thoroughly.  Next  comes 
the  cleansing  of  the  inside  of  the  tubing, 
which  must  be  done  with  extreme  care 
to  make  sure  that  no  foreign  particles 
remain  in  it.  For  this  cleansing,  the  tub- 
ing is  attached  to  water  spigots  (see 
illustration  )and  flushed  for  five  minutes 
with  cold  tap  water,  then  for  five  min- 
utes with  hot  tap  water.  It  is  then  placed 
in  a  basin  of  freshly  distilled  water, 
which  is  forced  through  the  tubing  with 
a  syringe.  After  soaking  one-half  to  two 
hours,  it  is  again  attached  to  the  water 
spigot,  over  the  freshly  scrubbed  sink, 
flushed  with  hot  tap  water  for  three 
minutes,  then  with  freshly  distilled  water 
for  three  minutes,  removed  from  the 
spigots  and  hung  over  a  special  rack  to 
dry.  While  drying  it  is  shaken  occasional- 
ly to  make  sure  that  no  water  remains 
in  the  tubing.  When  dry  it  is  assembled 
with  other  parts  of  the  intravenous  set 
and  prepared  for  sterilization. 

Care  of  Syringes 

Glass  syringes  of  various  sizes  totaling 
150  to  175  daily  are  rinsed  in  cold  water, 
soaked  in  green  soap  solution,  washed  in 
this  solution  with  a  brush,  rinsed  well  in 
tap  water,  then  in  distilled  water,  drained 
and  wrapped  in  double  towels  for  sterili- 
zation. The  size  or  type  of  syringe  is 
marked  on  the  outside  of  the  wrapping. 
Syringes  are  steam  sterilized  for  20  min- 


DISTILLED  WATER  SERVES 

MANY  PURPOSES  IN  HOSPITAL 

The  still  in  the  new  Central  Intravenous 
Department  supplies  distilled  water  for 
use  in  that  department  and  for  various 
uses  throughout  the  hospital.  Fifteen 
gallons  of  water  can  be  distilled  in  an 
hour  in  the  new  still.  There  is  an  outlet 
from  which  freshly  distilled  water  can  be 
drawn  when  needed  for  certain  purposes. 
For  other  purposes  a  100-gallon  reservoir 
assures  an  adequate  supply  of  distilled 
water  at  all  times.  The  distilled  water  is 
dispensed  to  the  different  floors  and  de- 
partments in  five-gallon  bottles.  About 
400  gallons  is  used  each  week. 

When  water  is  distilled  the  mineral 
salts  and  various  impurities  are  taken 
out.  Distilled  water  is  used  in  the  making 
of  solutions  of  various  kinds,  for  the 
rinsing  of  apparatus,  as  drinking  water 
for  infants,  in  the  preparation  of  infant 
formulas,  and  for  numerous  other  pur- 
poses in  the  hospital.  To  make  sure  that 
the  still  is  functioning  properly,  the  hos- 
pital laboratory  tests  the  distilled  water 
chemically  once  a  week  and  subjects  it 
to  a  bacteriological  test  every  two  weeks. 


utes  at  15  lbs.  pressure.  All  steam  steril- 
izing is  done  in  an  autoclave  machine 
which  is  equipped  to  dry  the  articles 
after  the  steam  is  shut  off. 

Other  Apparatus 

The  preceding  paragraphs  describe  the 
techniques  carried  out  in  the  care  of 
only  a  few  kinds  of  apparatus  used  for 
intravenous  and  subcutaneous  infusions. 
In  addition  to  infusion  apparatus,  the  de- 
partment cares  for  syringes  and  needles 
used  to  draw  blood  for  blood  counts, 
blood  chemistries  and  other  laboratory 
tests.  The  department  also  dispenses 
solutions  of  various  kinds  used  for  intra- 
venous therapy. 

Mrs.  Ruby  Hill.  1922  graduate  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, is  in  charge  of  the  department.  Mr. 
Sven  Holmgren  is  the  other  full-time 
employe.  Mr.  Holmgren  has  been  em- 
ployed in  the  hospital  for  35  years  and 
has  done  laboratory  work  for  30  years.

400  Will  Tag  for  Hospital 

It's  Tag  Day  again  for  the  needy 
children  of  Chicago  and  on  Monday, 
Oct.  7,  thousands  of  volunteer  women 
workers  will  stand  on  street  corners, 
and  at  "L"  and  railroad  stations 
from  early  morning  until  mid-after- 
noon giving  all  who  pass  that  way  a 
chance  to  do  their  bit  for  the  "least 
of  these." 

Included  in  the  army  of  taggers 
will  be  about  400  workers  recruited 
by  the  Woman's  Board  of  Presby- 
terian Hospital  from  among  the 
^resbyterian  church  women  and 
other  friends.  These  workers  will 
tag  in  relays  at  ten  different  loca- 
tions, where  125  collection  boxes  will 
be  used.  The  donations  collected  by 
the  Woman's  Board  taggers  will  be 
used  to  help  support  the  free  work 
done  for  children  by  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  In  1939,  840  children  were 
cared  for  entirely  free  in  this  hos- 
pital, and  909  received  care  for 
which  their  parents  were  able  to  pay 
only  a  fraction  of  the  cost. 

50  Agencies   Participate 

Fifty  charitable  agencies  of  Chicago 
participate  in  the  Children's  Benefit 
League  Tag  Day  which  is  held  once  a 
year.  Tag  Day  affords  an  opportunity 
for  thousands  to  contribute  who  would 
not  be  reached  otherwise  by  the  partici- 
pating agencies.  The  penny  or  nickel 
from  the  person  who  cannot  afford  to 
give  a  dime,  a  quarter,  or  a  dollar  is 
received  with  a  smile  by  the  volunteer 
worker  and  while  the  receipts  in  some 
locations  are  small,  workers  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  have 
given  those  of  small  means  an  oppor- 
tunity to  share  in  this  great  city-wide 
expression  on  behalf  of  children. 

Taggers  for  Presbyterian  Hospital  were 
provided  last  year  by  37  churches.

NEW  UNIT   13  BEING  FORMED 

BY  PRESBYTERIAN  STAFF 

TO  SERVE  IF  NEEDED 


Is  Requested  by  U.  S.  Army 

In  response  to  a  request  from 
Major  General  James  C.  Magee,  Sur- 
geon-Genera] of  the  United  States 
Army,  a  general  hospital  unit  for 
service  in  the  event  of  war  is  being 
organized  by  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
It  is  one  of  50  general  hospital  units 
being  organized  by  hospitals 
throughout  the  country.  Most  of 
these  hospitals  provided  base  hospi- 
tal units  for  service  in  the  last  war. 

The  committee  appointed  to  organ- 
ize the  Presbyterian  unit  consists  of 
Dr.  L.  C.  Gatewood,  who  has  been 
appointed  chief  of  the  Medical  Staff 
and  Dr.  Edwin  M.  Miller,  chief  of 
the  Surgical  Staff.  The  general  hos- 
pital unit  now  being  organized  is  to 
be  called  Unit  13,  as  was  the  base 
hospital  unit  organized  by  this  hos- 
pital and  scut  overseas  for  service 
in  1917-18. 

The  present  organization  plan  for  each 
unit  calls  for  a  medical  corps  of  32  physi- 
cians and  surgeons,  but  the  Surgeon- 
General  has  recommended  an  increase  of 
personnel  to  include  48  medical  officers 
(i.e.  doctors),  and  it  is  probable  that  this 
increase  will  be  authorized  long  before 
there  will  be  any  occasion  for  mobiliza- 
tion. In  calling  for  the  organization  of 
such  units  the  Surgeon-General  has 
stated,  that  it  is  not  planned  to  call  these 
organizations  for  camp  service  or  train- 
ing periods  except  in  case  of  war. 

Plans  for  Other  Personnel 
In  addition  to  the  medical  personnel 
enrolled  by  the  hospital,  five  officers  are 
to  be  supplied  from  the  Medical  Admin- 
istration Corps  of  the  Army  at  the  time 
the  unit  is  called  into  service.  These  will 
be  assigned  to  such  administrative  duties 
as  medical  supply  officer,  registrar,  mess 
officer,  enlisted  detachment  commander, 
etc. 

Nurses  and  Enlisted  Men 
The  organization  plan  calls  for  100 
graduate  nurses  and  400  enlisted  men. 
Alumnae  of  the  School  of  Nursing  who 
are  enrolled  as  Red  Cross  nurses  may 
request  assignment  for  service  with  the 
Presbyterian  unit.  Many  have  already 
listed  themselves  as  available  for  such 
service  if  needed.  The  present  program 
outlined  by  the  Surgeon-General  does  not 
provide  for  enrollment  of  enlisted  per- 
sonnel, until  actual  mobilization  might  be 
required.  However,  a  list  is  being  com- 
piled of  those  with  special  technical 
training  who  would  be  willing  and  avail- 
able to  enlist  with  the  unit  if  called  upon. 
These  will  include  laboratory  and  X-ray 
technicians,  chemists,  cooks,  barbers, 
electricians,  splint  makers,  and  many 
other  specially  trained  persons  who 
would  be  needed  to  carry  on  the  various 
activities  in  a  large  general  hospital. 
These  army  general  hospitals  must  be  to 
a  great  extent  self-maintaining.  They 
cannot  call  for  help  from  construction 
companies,  contractors,  etc.  in  the  neigh- 
borhood   as    can    a    civilian    hospital   but 


AWARD   OF  MERIT  PRESENTED 

TO    DR.    DISRAELI    W.   KOBAK 


At  the  19th  annual  session  of  the 
American  Congress  of  Physical 
Therapy,  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio  the 
first  week  of  September,  Dr.  Disraeli 
W.  Kobak,  was  one  of  seven  men  to 
receive  Awards  of  Merit  for  the  year 
1940.  Dr.  Kobak  is  head  of  the 
physical  therapy  departments  of 
Presbyterian  and  Cook  County  hos- 
pitals and  assistant  clinical  professor 
of  medicine  at  Rush  Medical  College. 

The  Award  of  Merit,  in  the  form  of  a 
gold  key,  is  bestowed  each  year  by  the 
American  Congress  of  Physical  Therapy, 
upon  carefully  selected  men  who  have 
rendered  outstanding  services  to  physical 
medicine.  Dr.  Kobak  is  known  inter- 
nationally as  an  exponent  of  physical 
medicine,  as  the  author  of  many  original 
publications  which  have  contributed 
greatly  to  the  advancement  of  scientific 
physical  therapy,  and  as  the  editor-in- 
chief  of  the  Archives  of  Physical  Ther- 
apy, the  leading  professional  journal  of 
the  world  devoted  to  this  subject. 

Dr.  Kobak  addressed  one  of  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Congress  on  "Short  Wave 
Diathermy  in  the  Treatment  of  Gingi- 
vitis." Dr.  Frank  V.  Theis,  head  of  the 
vascular  therapy  department  in  Presby- 
terian Hospital,  also  was  a  Congress 
speaker.  His  topic  was  "Frostbite  of  the 
Extremities."

ATTEND    CONVENTION 

Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  superintendent;  Miss 
Dorothy  Rogers,  director  of  nurses;  and 
Mr.  Leslie  D.  Reid,  auditor,  represented 
Presbyterian  Hospital  at  the  42nd  annual 
convention  of  the  American  Hospital 
Association  in  Boston,  Sept.  16-20.  Mr. 
Bacon  was  re-elected  treasurer  of  the 
Association,  an  office  which  he  has  filled 
for  34  years.  He  also  is  a  trustee  and 
past  president  of  the  Association.  While 
in  Boston  Mr.  Bacon  also  attended  the 
convention  on  Sept.  14  and  15  of  the 
American  Protestant  Hospital  Associa- 
tion of  which  he  is  a  trustee,  and  the 
meeting  of  the  American  College  of  Hos- 
pital Administrators  of  which  he  is  a 
Fellow. 


must  be  prepared  to  do  their  own  repairs 
and  construction  work  if  necessary. 

The  plan  outlined  provides  that  each 
general  hospital  unit  would  care  for  the 
service  of  a  hospital  of  1,000  beds,  but 
naturally  in  time  of  war  the  service 
might  be  expanded.  The  original  Base 
Hospital  Unit  13  was  organized  for  500 
beds  but  was  subsequently  increased  to  a 
rated  capacity  of  1,500  beds  and  during 
stress  of  the  latter  part  of  the  war 
actually  cared  for  as  many  as  2,200 
patients. 

The  original  Unit  13  was  mobilized  in 
December  1917  and  went  overseas  in  May 
1918  after  a  period  spent  in  the  training 
and  equipping  of  personnel.  While  over- 
seas, Base  Hospital  13  was  located  at 
Limoges,  France,  the  center  of  the  china 
industry  in  that  country.  Dr.  Dean  D. 
Lewis  was  director  of  the  unit,  whose 
medical  officers  and  nurses  were  recruited 
from  Presbyterian  Hospital.  A  large 
number  of  the  enlisted  personnel  was 
recruited,  from  among  students  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 


Needs  of  Civilians  Stressed 


Cooperation  of  the  hospitals  of  the 
country  in  the  national  defense  pro- 
gram was  pledged  in  resolutions 
adopted  at  the  convention  of  the 
American  Hospital  Association  held 
in  Boston,  Sept.  16-20.  A  Committee 
on  Preparedness  was  named  to  co- 
ordinate and  cooperate  with  the 
American  Medical  Association  Com- 
mittee on  Medical  Preparedness  in 
matters  affecting  civil  hospitals.  The 
chairman  of  the  committee  that  is  to 
represent  the  American  Hospital 
Association  is  Dr.  Winford  H.  Smith, 
director  of  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital, 
and  during  the  last  war  head  of  the 
Division  of  Hospitals  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  U.  S.  Army. 
Others  on  the  committee  are  Dr. 
Claude  W.  Munger,  Rt.  Rev.  Msgr. 
M.  F.  Griffin,  Dr.  Frederic  A.  Wash- 
burn, and  Dr.  Benjamin  Black,  1940- 
41  president  of  the  American  Hos- 
pital Association. 

Convention  speakers  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  a  hospital  and  medical  pre- 
paredness program  that  will  safeguard 
the  welfare  of  the  civilian  population  in 
the  face  of  problems  resulting  from  de- 
pletion of  personnel  due  to  the  selective 
service  draft,  National  Guard  service, 
volunteer  enlistments,  and  expansion  of 
defense  industries. 

Problem   Is  Two-Fold 

The  role  which  the  hospitals  must  play 
was  described   by  Dr.  Winford  H.  Smith  J 
when  he  said: 

"An  extensive  program  of  preparedness  I 
is  under   way   and   from  the   experience  I 
abroad,  we  know  that  the  civil  hospitals  | 
of    this    country    will    inevitably    be    in- 
volved even  if  nothing  more  serious  hap- 
pens beyond  being  prepared.    It  would  be 
a  great  mistake,   however,  for  us  to  as- 
sume   that    no   more   will   happen.     Even 
though  we  felt  sure  of  that,  it  would  still 
be   necessary  to  go  through  with   it  be- 
cause  a  full  and  complete   state  of  pre- 
paredness   may    prove    to    be    the    onlyj 
deterrent  from  war. 

"The  civilian  hospitals  have  never! 
shirked  their  responsibilities,  and  their 
sacrifices  and  their  service  during  the 
last  war  constituted  a  record  of  which 
we  are  justly  proud.  That  these  hospitals 
will  respond  to  any  demands  made  upon 
them  is  beyond  question.  It  is  our  busi-i 
ness,  however,  to  do  everything  possible 
to  make  sure  that  they  will  be  ready  to 
fulfill  their  function  and  to  cooperate  to 
the  fullest  extent  when  they  are  called; 
upon. 

"Our  problem  is  two-fold,  first  to  con- 
tinue to  care  for  the  civil  population 
under  any  and  all  circumstances  and 
second,  to  render  such  assistance  to  the 
military  program  as  may  be  necessary." 

More  than  3,500  hospital  people  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada 
attended  the  A.H.A.   convention.

BLOOD   EXAMINATIONS 

Last  year  blood  examinations  done 
in  the  laboratories  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital  totaled  more  than  28,000. 
There  were  about  15,000  blood 
counts,  9,000  blood  chemistries  and 
3,500  serological  tests. 

Blood  counts  are  done  routinely  for 
almost  all  hospital  bed  patients  and 
many  others  who  visit  the  hospital  ex- 
amining rooms.  These  examinations  in- 
clude the  counting  of  the  number  of  red 
cells,  the  number  of  white  cells,  and  an 
estimate  of  the  red  coloring  matter  that 
the  cells  contain.   The  red  and  white  cells 


EXCEED    28,000   IN    YEAR 

are  counted  in  very  much  the  same  way. 
Fluids  that  prevent  the  destruction  of 
these  cells  are  used  to  dilute  the  blood 
sufficiently  so  that  the  number  of  cells 
can  be  conveniently  counted  in  a  specially 
marked  glass  chamber  while  being  ob- 
served through  the  microscope.  A  fur- 
ther examination  of  the  blood  has  to  do 
with  the  determination  of  the  types  of 
white  cells.  The  differences  are  recog- 
nized not  only  by  the  shape  but  also  by 
staining  the  cells,  their  characteristics 
are  revealed  as  shown  in  the  accompany- 
ing photograph. 

During  the  course  of  many  infections, 
the   number  of   white   cells  in  the   blood 


increases  distinctly.  It  is  because  of  this 
that  a  good  deal  of  importance  is  at- 
tached to  the  white  cell  count.  In  the 
various  anemias,  the  total  number  of 
red  cells  is  decreased  and  often  the 
quantity  of  red  coloring  material  (hemo- 
globin) is  reduced  in  each  cell.  The 
hemoglobin  is  estimated  in  several  ways. 
The  most  common  method  is  to  compare 
the  color  of  the  blood  with  a  colored 
glass  disc  which  has  been  graduated  in 
shades  to  represent  various  percentages 
of  coloring  material.  Additional  methods 
that  are  sometimes  used  are  chemical 
and  spectroscopic  analyses  to  determine 
the  actual  quantity  of  hemoglobin. 

Many  other  kinds  of  examinations  are 
made  of  blood.  In  many  infections  the 
blood  is  cultured  to  determine  the  type 
of  organism  causing  a  disease.  In  dia- 
betes, Bright's  disease,  and  other  less 
common  ailments,  variations  in  the  nor- 
mal constituents  of  the  blood  are  deter- 
mined. Also  in  a  number  of  infectious 
diseases,  such  as  typhoid  fever,  undulant 
fever,  and  syphilis,  serological  examina- 
tions are  made  to  test  the  blood  for  the 
presence  of  chemical  substances  that  are 
formed  in  the  body  in  response  to  these 
infections. 

Normal  blood,  when  removed  from  the 
body,  usually  forms  a  clot  in  six  or  seven

minutes.  In  some  diseases,  the  capacity 
of  the  blood  to  clot  is  decreased.  When 
this  is  suspected,  the  physician,  before  an 
operation,  will  have  the  laboratory  make 
a  test  to  find  out  whether  the  normal 
clotting  time  is  present. 

In  making  a  blood  count,  a  drop  or  two 
removed  from  the  skin  is  sufficient, 
whereas  in  examinations  of  blood  for 
chemical  and  serological  studies,  approxi- 
mately one  cubic  inch  of  blood  is  re- 
moved from  the  vein.

COOPERATION  IN  WORK 

OF  RED  CROSS 


Hold  Convention  in  Chicago 

At  its  39th  annual  convention  hold 
in  Chicago,  Oct.  17-19  and  attended 
by  2,000  professional  nurses,  the 
Illinois  State  Nurses'  Association 
pledged  the  cooperation  of  its  11,000 
members  to  the  American  Red  Cross 
in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
national  defense  program  and  in  any 
military  or  civilian  emergency  that 
may  arise. 

Miss  Rebecca  Pond  of  St.  Louis, 
nursing  consultant  for  the  midwest- 
ern  area  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
said  that  an  immediate  increase  in 
enrollments  for  Red  Cross  service  is 
needed  in  order  to  provide  the  quotf 
of  4,000  nurses  that  will  be  required 
within  the  next  few  months  by  the 
Army  and  Navy  to  care  for  the 
800.000  men  who  are  expected  to  be 
in  training  by  June  1,  1941. 

Form  Nursing  Council 

Miss  Ella  R.  Best  of  the  headquarters 
staff,  American  Nurses'  Association,  told 
of  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  by 
nursing  and  public  health  organizations 
to  develop  a  coordinated  program  of 
preparedness  in  these  fields  of  activity, 
through  the  formation  of  a  Nursing 
Council  of  National  Defense.  This  Coun- 
cil will  concern  itself  with  the  health 
needs  of  the  civilian  population  as  well 
as  those  of  the  Army  and  Navy. 

Commenting  on  the  relation  of  nurses 
to  the  national  defense  program,  Miss 
Lenore  Tobins  of  Chicago,  president  of 
the  Illinois  State  Nurses'  Association, 
said: 

"Conscription  is  not  for  us.  Each  year 
nurses  sign  up  with  the  Red  Cross  for 
volunteer  service — 22,000  in  World  War  I. 
We  realize  that  if  war  does  come  our 
national  health  must  be  protected  in  our 
towns  and  our  countryside  as  well  as  on 
the  field  of  battle.  We  deplore  war  but 
we  must  follow  wherever  we  are  needed." 

League   of  Nursing    Education 

The  Illinois  League  of  Nursing  Educa- 
tion met  in  conjunction  with  the  Illinois 
State  Nurses'  Association.  Miss  Dorothy 
Rogers,  director  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
and  nursing  service  of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, completed  her  second  two-year 
term  as  League  president  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Edna  Groppe,  associate 
director  of  the  Cook  County  School  of 
Nursing.  Miss  Rogers  was  elected  to  the 
board  of  directors.  The  term  of  Miss  Ella 
Van  Horn  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  as  secretary  of  the 
League,  and  that  of  Miss  Mabel  M.  Dun- 
lap  of  Moline,  as  treasurer  of  the  Illinois 
State  Nurses'  Association,  do  not  expire 
until  next  year.  Miss  Dunlap  is  an 
alumna  of  our  School  of  Nursing. 

A  large  number  of  student  and  gradu- 
ate nurses  from  Presbyterian  Hospital 
attended  the  various  sessions  of  the  con- 
vention as  did  also  many  alumnae  of  our 
school  from  different  parts  of  the  state.

RECEIVE  REPORT  OF  STUDY

CONGRESS  STREET  PROJECT 

WINS   O.    K.   OF  THE 

CITY   COUNCIL 


The  ordinance  providing  for  the 
Congress  street  widening  project 
was  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
Oct,  30  by  a  vote  of  38  to  3.  It  is 
expected  that  work  will  begin  early 
in  1941  and  that  the  project  will  be 
completed  in  1944. 

In  the  main  the  ordinance  specifies  the 
highway  is  to  be  the  depressed  type,  with 
two  forty-eight  foot  lanes  on  either  side 
of  a  parkway  extending  from  Michigan 
Ave.  to  Columbus  Park. 

The  street  will  be  built  at  street  level 
from  Michigan  Ave.  to  Wells  St.;  elevated 
across  the  river,  then  depressed  from  a 
point  between  Desplaines  and  Halsted  Sts. 
The  road  will  be  approximately  a  block 
wide  from  Halsted  St.  to  Racine  Ave., 
taking  up  all  the  space  between  Congress 
and  Tilden  Streets. 

From  Pacine  Ave.  to  Kostner  Ave.  the 
highway  will  lie  between  Van  Buren  and 
Congress  Streets.  In  this  section  it  will 
be  built  on  the  north  side  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  nurses'  residence  and 
the  Y.M.C.A.  building. 

This  new  super-highway  will  be  a  great 
improvement  for  the  West  side.  It  will 
greatly  facilitate  transportation  from  the 
city  to  state  roads,  and  from  all  parts  of 
the  city  and  suburbs  to  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  other  institutions  of  the 
West  Side  Medical  Center. 


"PROBATIONER"    IS    NOW 

AN  OBSOLETE  WORD  IN 

SCHOOLS   OF   NURSING 

Schools  of  nursing  no  longer  have 
"probationers."  In  fact  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  outlawed  the 
term  a  number  of  years  ago,  applying 
the  title  "preliminary"  to  those  who 
were  spending  their  first  six  months  in 
the  school.  Now  a  term  has  been  adopted 
which  describes  much  more  accurately 
the  status  of  those  who  are  beginning  a 
course  in  nursing  education.  Hereafter 
they  are  to  be  called  "pre-clinical"  stu- 
dents, signifying  that  their  work  during 
the  first  six  months  in  the  school  is  a 
part  of  the  complete  course  but  is 
preparatory  to  the  actual  clinical  study 
which  will  be  taken  up  later,  under  the 
direction  of  head  nurses  and  clinical 
supervisors  or  clinical  instructors. 

The  new  term  more  clearly  defines  the 
scope  of  present-day  nursing  education 
than  did  the  original  designation  of  "pro- 
bationer," that  belonged  to  an  era  when 
schools  of  nursing  placed  more  emphasis 
on  military  discipline  and  less  on  educa- 
tion than  does  present-day  thinking.

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Asa  S.  Bacon  to  Retire  as  Superintendent;  Will 
Be  Succeeded  on  Jan.  I,  1941  by  J.  Dewey  Lutes 

After  more  than  40  years  of  service  here,  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bason,  superintendent, 
recently  asked  the  Board  of  Managers  to  permit  him  to  retire  as  soon  as  a 
suitable  successor  could  be  appointed.  Consequently,  it  was  announced  on 
Dec.  12,  by  Mr.  McKinlay,  president  of  the  hospital,  that  Mr.  Bacon  will 
become  superintendent  emeritus  on  Jan.  1,  1941,  and  that  Mr.  J.  Dewey  Lutes 
will  become  superintendent  on  that  date.  Mr.  McKinlay  also  announced  that 
Mr.  Herman  Hensel  will  continue  as  assistant  superintendent,  a  position  in 
which  he  lias  given  highly  valued  services  for  nearly  29  years. 

Mr.   Lutes  has  a  nineteen-year  record 


of  successful  hospital  administration  and 
for  the  past  nine  and  a  half  years  has 
been  superintendent  of  Ravenswood  Hos- 
pital. During  his  tenure  at  Ravenswood, 
Mr.  Lutes  has  brought  about  many  im- 
provements in  the  physical  plant  and  in 
the  type  of  service  given  to  patients.  The 
value  of  the  hospital  plant  has  been 
increased  by  over  $250,000  of  which 
$100,000  represents  the  value  of  a  build- 
ing purchased  for  a  nurses'  residence. 

The  new  superintendent  is  a  member 
of  the  Ravenswood  Presbyterian  Church. 
His  family  consists  of  Mrs.  Lutes  and  six 
children.  The  eldest  daughter,  age  19,  is 
a  junior  at  Lake  Forest  College. 

Works  for   Better   Hospitals 

Early  in  his  hospital  career,  Mr.  Lutes 
recognized  the  need  for  improvements  in 
hospital  administration  and  business 
practices.  In  line  with  this  thinking  he 
joined  with  Mr.  Bacon  as  a  co-founder  of 
the  Chicago  Hospital  Association  and  be- 
came its  first  president.  The  association 
is  now  known  as  the  Chicago  Hospital 
Council.  Both  are  directors  and  Mr.  Lutes 
is  vice-president  of  the  Hospital  Service 
Corporation  of  Chicago  (Plan  for  Hos- 
pital Care).  They  also  have  been  associ- 
ated as  co-founders,  charter  fellows,  and 
officers  of  the  American  College  of  Hos- 
pital Administrators,  which  has  done 
much  to  raise  professional  standards  and 
provide  more  adequate  training  for  hos- 
pital executives  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Mr.  Lutes  is  a  trustee  and  for- 
mer president  of  the  Hospital  Association 
of  Illinois  and  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Delegates  of  the  American  Hospital 
Association. 

Mr.   McKinlay's   Statement 

In  a  statement  issued  to  the  press,  Mr. 
McKinlay  commented  on  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Bacon  is  dean  of  American  hospital 
administrators  in  number  of  years'  serv- 
ice in  one  hospital.  Continuing  Mr. 
McKinlay  said: 

"Mr.  Bacon's  long  record  of  outstand- 
ing service  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
his  broad  interest  in  the  improvement  of 
hospital  service  generally  have  made  him 
a  national  figure.  His  more  than  40  years' 
tenure  in  one  institution  spans  a  period 
of  unprecedented  advances  in  both  medi- 
cal science  and  hospital  service,  with 
which  his  own  thinking  as  a  hospital 
executive  has  kept  pace  and  often  been 
in  the  vanguard. 

"During  this  period,  admissions  to 
Presbyterian  Hospital  increased  from 
3,463  in  1900  to  an  annual  total  of  over 
12,000  in  recent  years.  The  average  stay 
of  patients  has  decreased  from  30  days  to 
9.5   days,    and  mortality   of  patients   has 


decreased  from  5.9  percent  to  2.2  percent, 
hospital  records  show. 

"The  hospital  endowment  has  been  in- 
creased from  $250,000  to  $4,057,344. 
Buildings  and  equipment  now  in  use  are 
valued  at  ten  times  the  1900  rating.  More 
than  350,000  patients  have  passed  through 
Presbyterian  Hospital  under  Mr.  Bacon's 
regime,  and  more  than  five  million  dol- 
lars worth  of  free  hospital  care  has  been 
given  to  needy  patients. 

An    Able    and    Kindly    Executive 

"Much  of  the  credit  for  these  accom- 
plishments must  be  given  to  Mr.  Bacon, 
who  has  combined  exceptional  executive 
ability  with  a  deep-seated  concern  for 
the  well-being  of  others.  His  kindliness 
of  spirit  has  permeated  the  hospital  itself 
and.  has  been  an  important  factor  in 
enlisting  the  support  of  many  generous 
friends  and  in  making  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital what  it  is  today. 

"While  reluctant  to  relinquish  his  serv- 
ices, the  members  of  the  hospital  board 
are  unanimous  in  agreeing  that  Mr. 
Bacon,  now  nearing  his  75th  birthday,  is 
entitled  to  the  freedom  from  responsi- 
bility and  the  relaxation  he  expects  to 
enjoy  in  his  country  home  in  Michigan. 
In  appointing  Mr.  Lutes  as  Mr.  Bacon's 
successor,  the  hospital  board  feels  that  it 
has  chosen  a  forward-looking  hospital  ex- 
ecutive whose  record  indicates  that  he  is 
well  qualified  to  take  the  helm  at  Pres- 
byterian Hospital." 

Active  in   National  Associations 

Mr.  Bacon  is  known  in  hospital  circles 
as  the  originator  of  many  improvements 
in  hospital  service.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
the  American  Hospital  Association  and 
has  been  its  treasurer  for  35  years,  with 
the  exception  of  one  year  when  ne  served 
as  president.  In  recognition  of  this  long 
service,  the  Association  last  February 
named  its  reference  library  at  18  East 
Division  Street  the  "Asa  S.  Bacon  Li- 
brary." Mr.  Bacon  also  is  a  trustee  of  the 
American  Protestant.  Hospital  Associa- 
tion and  has  long  been  active  in  its  work.
